When the Drainage Commissioners entered 
on their duties one of the moat difficult prob- 
jems which confronted them was how to cut a 

channel 200 feet wide through the rock up-lift 
between Willow Springs and Lockport. It was 
held at the time that it would be easy enough 
to dig that portion of the way between the city

Some engineers proposed 
that the cutting should begin at the lower end, 
at Lockport, so that a channel could be 
maintained to take the water away from the 
point where the work was proceeding. Other 
expedients were suggested so that the rock ex- 
cavation could go on in the dry.“ 
it was agreed that the cutting would be most 
expensive. Some held that it would cost $3 or 
per cubic yard. Engineers Newton and 


- Worthen maintained that it would cost $2.50 


or thereboats. 

Recent investigations, however, prove: 

1. That the rock-cutting can be done as 
cheaply and as readily in the water as out of 
the water. 

2 That the cost will not be much more 
than one-third of the price at first named for 
rock · cutting and only one-half of the estimates 
of the expert engineers. 

What Engineer Artingstall Thinks. 


Mr. Artingstall, the Chief Engineer of the 


Drainage Board, is one who has come to these 
conclusions, and he has done so after diligent 
ingury and investigation. He said yester- 
day: | 

“T have given this matter of rock-cutting 
my caretul attention ever since my election 
as engineer, and with what appears to me to 
be satisfactory results. Some time before 
my election I heard of an Eastern 
contracting firm which did  consider- 
able rock-cutting thtee or four years ago 
at prices ranging from $3.50 to 84.50 
pereubic yard doing the same kind of work 
this year at $1.80 per yard, and making a good 
profit. I made inquiries, and found that the 
contracting firm was fully able to 
do this because it had secured a 
newer and . better equipment. The 
matter was brought about in this way: 
The contracting firm, an Eastern firm, had 
untiltwo yearsago a monopoly of rock-cutting 
in its section. A new firm came in and made 
lower bids. In the endeavor to freeze out this 
new firm the old one had reserted to the use 
of new machinery, which proved that rock 


~eatting could be carried on under water as 


cheaply as on dry land, if not more cheaply, 
and that there could bea great reduction in 
price—that it could be cut down one-half. I 
investigated all this and found that it was 
generally correct. I made inquiries of con- 
tractors, engineers, etc.; my first impressions 
became strengthened into conviction. I re- 
ceived a letter in reply to an inquiry from a 
coast contractor, in which he said that rock- 
cutting in water was cheaper than on dry 
ground, because the rock could be more read- 
ily disposed of. Other answers were to the 
same general effect. The replies J have re- 
ceived are now the property of the sanitary 
district. 
Testimony Bearing on the Question. 


Through the courtesy of another officer, 
some of those documents in the possession 
of the Drainage Board bearing on this 
question were inspected. Perhaps the 
most important of these was the reply of Gen. 
O. M. Poe of the United States Engineering 
Corps, under whose superintendence such im- 
portant works as the improvement of the St. 
Mary’s River, the improvement of the Grosse- 
Ponte Charinel, and of the Detroit, Clinton, 
Rouge, and Black Rivers have proceeded. 
Gen. Poe, replying to an inquiry about rock- 
cutting under date of June 4, 1891, savs: 

At Lime-Kiln Crossing, Detroit River, lime- 
stone rock harder than the Joliet stone was exca- 
vated under a contract made in 1838 at a rate of 
$1.43 per cubic yard, measured in situ. The 
dumping was in water of sufficient depth for 


ordinary scows. The towing distance approxi- 
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mated one mile. The face of the excavation 
averaged about tive feet and the full depth of 
twenty feet was made. At Middle Nee- 
bish, Hay Lake Channel, the last completed con- 
tract involved rock excavation almost entirely. 
The face averaged ten feet. The full depth of 
twenty feet was required by contract, but an av- 
erage of about twenty-two feet was 
acwally made. The greater part of the 
rock excavated was built into a ee 
parallel with and about fifty feet from ths exca- 
vated channel and the remainder was dumped at 
convenient places within a distance of one mile. 
contract price for the excavation was $1.80 
per cubic yard measured in situ for a depth of 
twenty feet, with half pay for the next foot, and 
nothing for any additional depth. Nothing was 
paid for dike building. 
The contract was a profitable one to the con- 
‘tractor, due to the excellence of the plant, the 
systematic way in which it was operated, and the 
i use of dynamite in holes sufficiently close 
and to ample depth. The result of the deep 
ing and heavy charges was to break the rock 
to such depth that it was readily dredged below 
the twenty-one-foot.plane, thus reducing the ex-

A Profit at Low Prices. 

Attention again may be called to the fact 
that Gen. Poe says: The contract at Mid- 
dle Neebish was profitable to the contractor, 
although the excavated rock had to be built 
into a dike without extra cost. | 

There is other testimony to the fact that 
rock excavation can be done under water 
cheaper than on dry land. But what is given 
above may be taken as authoritative and 
sufficient. As to the dumping of the ex- 
cavated rock, Mr. Artingstall thinks that 
arrangements may be made for that which 
will lessen rather than increase the cost. 

But one thing is settled—the excayation of 
the channel can p without lateral 
ditches, or without ing any trouble or 
going to any expense for the disposal of the 
water in the channel as it is made. The Com- 
missioners and the Engineers are satisfied 
on this point.

In reference to the general work of the

Proceedings will be commenced immedi- 
ately thereafter in the courts and as soon as a 
sufficient length of right of way is condemned

It is intimated that John A. King’s resigna- 
tion as Trustee was hastened by a rather smart 
encounter between Mr, King and Dr. Gilmore 
at the board rooms one day last week. Mr. 
King was criticising the board, it is said, when 
Dr. Gilmore turned on him and said: You 
are always complaining, fault-finding, and 
criticising; but you have never yet offered a 
valuable or other suggestion. You complain 
about star chamber committees. You don’t 
know anything about them, because you never 
attend. You have not attended a board meet- 
ing for months. You ought to resign and 
make way for some one who would attend.” 

Threatened to Resign, 

This nettled Mr. King, and he is said then to 
have threatened to resign. Mr. Prendergast, 
against whom much of Mr. King’s criticisms 
have been leveled, was out of the city yester- 
day, and his views on the resignation, conse- 
quently, could not be ascertained. 

Mr. King submitted to an interview again 
yesterday and said that the board as at pres- 
ent constituted was a failure. The members 
of the board who hold on do not agree with 
him. There was the usual crop of rumors 
about other resignations, but nobody paid 
much attention to them. Trustee Russell has 
befors emphatically declared that he will not 
resign. The only ground for the rumor that 
Mr. Willing is likely to resign is that he is 
now spending a brief vacation in Europe. 

The politicians, generally speaking, welcome 
the resignation of Mr. King as the solu- 
tion of a difficulty. They do not 
care about a contest next fall. A 
non-partisan ticket is the order of the day, 
and they say:; A Democrat to succeed King 
on the Drainage Board; a Republican to suc- 
ceed Nelson; Judge Brentano to be his own 
successor, and a Democrat to succeed Judge 
Altgeld ; a fair divide of the County Commis- 
sioners.“ | 

Ald. Gahan, who is an active member of the 
County Democracy, said yesterday. that the 
best plan was to nominate a Democrat for 
King’s place and a Republican for Nelson's. 
This will preserve the equilibrium of the 
board. Ex-Mayor Roche, on the Republican 
side, and Charles F. Clarke, manager of the 
Hibernian Savings Bank, on the Vemucratic 
side, seem to be the favorites. Ald. Tom 
Kelty is also mentioned on the Democratic 
side. : 

Will Not Issue Bonds Immediately. 

While it is true that the Drainage Trustees 
at a recent meeting decided to issue $5,000,000 
worth of bonds there is no probability of any 
portion of these bonds being placed on the 
market for some time yet. An ordinance will 
probably be passed at the meeting Wednesday 
setting apart $2,000,000 of the amount realized 
for condemnation purposes, but the bonds 
will not necessarily have to be sold now. 
In fact it is not probable they 
will be sold before next spring, as it 
will not be necessary to use the money until 
the board takes possession of the right of 
way. | 
A certain amount of legal routine must be 
gone through before the right of way is ob- 
tained. At present the board has enough 
money left from last year’s tax levy to run it 
through this year and there is no necépsity for 
raising any money by the sale of bonds. The 
World's Fair bonds cannot be sold until $3,- 
000,000 of the capital stock has been paid in, 
and Treasurer Seeberger said yesterday that 
there would be time enough to look for a 
market when they were ready to sell the 
bonds. | 


DISASTROUS CLOUDBURST IN NEVADA. | 


Torrents Pour Down Three Canyons and 
Uniting Sweep Everything Before It. 

Carson, Nev., July 25.—A thunder-storm 
Friday afternoon came near wiping out the 
mountain town of Genoa. About 3 p'clock a 
cloud burst near where a snow-slide/occurred 
years ago. In a few moments a great torrent 
of water came down three separate cafions, 
sweeping everything before it. When the 
first alarm was given women and children 
hurried to safer quarters through the rain, 
carrying their babies in their arms from 
Genoa Cafion. The water rushed down in a 
single column twenty feet high, carrying logs 
ana bowlders with it. It struck C. W. Dake’s 
undertaking shop and swept it away. The 
water made a clean sweep from Snow Slide 
Cafion, leaving the rocks bare and dashing 
over the base of the mountain. The stream 
from Snow Slide Cafion finally struck that 
from Genoa Cafion. Part of Dake’s ranch 
was almost entirely obliterated. L. Fray is 
the heaviest loser. His large flume was en- 
tirely swept away from the mouth of Genoa 
Cafion. Rocks and débris cover much of the 
finest meadow and grain land, and a great deal 
of damage is also entailed by the loss of crops. 
At the north of the town the damage from 
School House Cafion was trifling. — 


CANADIAN GRAIN SHIPPED TO DULUTH. 


Done fot the Purpose of Facilitating Re-en- 
try—Treasury Department Instructions. 
Wasuineron, D. C., July 25.—The Treasury 
Department is informed that large quantities 
of grain from the Province of Manitoba are 
shipped via Duluth, Minn., under transit en- 
tries made for the purpose of facilitating the 
reéntry of the grain into Canadian Territory. 
It is said that at the time of shipment from 
Manitoba the destination of the grain is 
unknown and can be determined only 
on arrival at Duluth.

MRS, MARK HOPKINS DEAD 


THE WIDOW OF THE CALIFORNIA BO- 
NANZA KING IS GONE. 


She Left Behind Her'a Sorrowing Husband 
in the Person of Mr. Edward F. Searles 
~Her Fortune Estimated at $40,000,000 
—The Magnificent Mansions Which She 
Owned in California and Massachusetts 
—Effect of Her Death on the Southern 
Pacific Road. 

Meruven, Mass., July 25.—[{Special. ]—Mrs. 
Mark Hopkins-Searles, wife of ward 
F. Searles of New York, and widow of the 
millionaire, Mark Hopkins, of the Pacific 
slope, died here this morning. Her first 
husband left an estate valued at $60,000,000, 
and Mrs. Hopkins-Searles wealth is estimated 
at $40,000,000. 

Mrs. Hopkins-Searles had been ill for sev- 
eral weeks since her removal to her home on 
East street. The people were much shocked 
on learning of her death. Almost no partic- 
ulars in regard to the cause can be learned, 
as the entrances to the Searles residence are 
guarded by sentinels, who say they have strict 
and positive orders not to say anything re- 
garding the affair. 

Cards sent in by reporters were refused 
recognition, while the gates were guarded by 
police officers and Mr. Searles’ employés. As 
near as can be learned from outside sources, 
death was caused by dropsy, which affected 
the heart, and which, at Great Barrington a 
few weeks ago, was treated by specialists in

hopes of relieving her from the disease, which 
was aggravated by an attack of the grip early 
this spring. It 1s said her death was calm 
and peaceful. When the funeral will be held 
is not known. 

The San Francisco Home. 

Before Mark Hopkins died he built the first 
of those palatial residences that have since 
excited the wonder and admiration of all who 
have visited San Francisco. It was construct- 
ed of wood, like all the others of its class, but 
had about it all the elaborateness und extrava- 
gance of some of the finest English country 
houses. It was said to have cost $1,000,000, 
and at that time the Stewart residence in New 
‘York City was the only dwelling-house in 
America that had cost that sum. It was the 
Hopkins mansion that made Nob Hill: the 
fashionable quarter of San Francisco. After 


her husband’s death Mrs. Hopkins-Searles pur- 


ehased Menlo Park, Ralston's famous country 
place, and there she settled her adopted son 
James, who recently married a Miss Critten- 
den of California, a niece of Mrs. Hopkins- 
Searles. Notwithstanding all these large pos- 
sessions, not to speak of others on the Pacific 
slope, Mrs. Hopkins-Searles made her hcme 
in her husband’s native town of Great Bar- 
rington, Mass. She had always had an affec- 
tion for the place and went there because its 
people and surroundings were conge nial to her 
tastes, 

Great Barrington is a pretty little city 
nestled down on the Housatonic River, with 
the picturesque Berkshire Hills on the other 
side. It has about 5,000 inhabitants of the staid 
New England sort, many of them wealthy. 
Lenox, the exclusive summer-resort for rich 
but quietly disposed New York people, is only 
twenty miles distant, and the scenery through- 
out the surrounding country is very fresh and 
beautiful in the spring and summer. 

The Housatonic, that flows through Great 
Barrington, is a small river of clear water that 
has almost the briskness and life of a mount- 
ain stream. It runs down the valley like a 
song, and there are historic, poetic, and ro- 
mantic associations that cluster about almost 
every foot of its shores, 

The ground upon which Mrs. Hopkins- 
Searles built her castle extends a hundred 
yards along the principal street, and back of 
it to the south a little is a level meadow valley 
that runs off along the shore of the Housatonic 
and to the foot of the picturesque Berkshire 
Hills on the other side. In the midst of this 
smooth meadow field is an artificial basin in 
which is a fountain from which in summer 
springs a stream of water nearly a hundred 
feet into the air and comes down in a mist as 
soft as a silken veil. 

A Memory of William Cullen Bryant, 

Across the street from the front of the resi- 
dence grounds is an old-fashioned white frame 
house in which William Cullen Bryant was 
married June 11, 1821. Seventy years have 
come and gone since that time, but the house 
yet looks quite substantial. Mr. Bryant and 
his daughter visited the place about fifteen 
years ago, and Mr. Parke Godwin, in his 
charming life of the poet, says he remarked at 
the time, his eyes filling with tears, that there 
is not a blade of grass that her foot: has not 
touched, referring to his wife, Who had been 
dead several years, and to whose mémory he 
was always most tenderly devoted. She was 
an orphan girl, Fanny Fairchild, who had 
been raised in the country adjacent to 
Great Barrington, and the house in which 
the wedding took place belonged to her 
sister, Mrs. Henderson. She was but 19 
years old, and Mr. Bryant has said ot her 
that she was a very pretty blonde— 
small in person, with light-brown hair, gray 
eyes, a graceful shape, a dainty foot, trans- 
parent and delicate hands, and a wonderfully 
frank and sweet expression of face.“ The 
poet lived at Great Barrington from 1817 to 
1821, and was for a time the Town Clerk, 
whose duty it was to appoint selectmen, sur- 
veyors of highways, fence-viewers, ahd hog- 
reeves. It was during his residence there 
that Thanatopsis and The Waterfowl,” 
his two greatest and only great poems, were 
published, though they had been written some 
time before. n 

During late years Mrs. Hopkins-Searles had 
gone there to spend her summers, It was an 
old-time house worked over. It was there that 
she lived when a young girl and there that she 
was married. When she grew rich she added 
the porticoes, put colored glass in. some 
of the windows, and furnished it luxuriously. 
The new dwelling that supplanted the old is 

78x148 feet, and was built of blue dolomite. 
It is very hard stone, of finer grain than 
granite, and was obtained from a neighboring 
quarry owned by Mrs, Hopkins herself. The 
exterior walls show the stone in rough surface 
with cut seams. The stables and the coach- 
man’s cottage are of the same dolomite as 
was employed in the construction of the resi- 
dence and look as though they would endure 
through all the ages to come.

Searles’ buiiding site include fully sixty acres, 
which are alone worth a small fortune. She 
gave away a good deal.

The house, or, rather, castle, at Great Bar-

nificent iu its richness and vastness. The 
walls are covered with silk, satin, tapestry, or 
leather, the ceilings being decoratea, while 
all of the furniture was made abroad. A ven- 
tilating shaft extends tothe roof from each 
sleeping apartment, while one can step from 
nearly every room out upona small piazza. 
The house is lighted by a private 
electric plant on the premises, pronounced to 
be the finest, most elaborate one in Massachu- 
setts. It supplies 300 aixteen-candle power 
hghts to the mansion and operates many arc 
lights upon the grounds. The stone work 
above the entrance is a mass of deiicate carv- 
ing, that portion of the work alone costing 
$60,000, while the towers and chimneys above 
the roof cost $100,000 more. 


FATE OF THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC, 


Management ofthe Road May Depend on the 
Sale of the Hopkins-Searles Interest. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 25.— Special. ]— 
Although there is little or nothing known in 
this city regarding the will of the late Mrs. 
Hopkins-Searles, it is an undisputed fact that 
her death may affect very materially the 
management of the Southern Pacific road. 
The firm of Hubbard & Stillman, New York, 
have a power of attorney from Mrs, Hopkins- 
Searls, and that attorneyship is to continue 
for their lifetime. Hubbard & Stillman ate, 
therefore, practically as much owners in the 
Southern Pacific system as Huntington, Stan- 
ford, or Crocker. They can do as they like— 
sell or stay in—but it is learned on 
good authority that Mrs. Hopkins-Searles 
had always been opposed to the railroad 
business. Hubbard & Stillman, too, know 
nothing of railroads, and there is little doubt 
that they will favorselling. In that case there 
are but three men in the United States who 
would buy—Huntington, Crocker, and Stan- 
ford. The Eastern men would not buy a one- 
third interest. 

Huntington has not the capital to secure 
the interest, said a prominent railroad man 
today. He could raise it and would, but I 
believe that Hubbard & Stillman would close 
with an offer quickly. In this case 
Stanford and Crocker, combining, could easily 
command more money than Huntington, and 
would buy in the Searles interest. Then 
Crocker would be elected President, as that 
was once Stanford’s wish. The sum the Searles 
interest could be bought for is $30,000,000 to 
$40,000,000. The entire estate is worth $75,- 
000,000, and the fees of the lawyer who will 
administer on it will be $7,500,000,” 

Mr. Searles had practically nothing when he 
married Mrs. Hopkins. There is no question 
of community property. It is generally be- 
lieved in this city that the estate will be left 
as a huge trust, and it is rumored that Mr.

SAM COOPER PLANS THE ROBBERY OF 
A DES MOINES SAVINGS BANK. 


‘Believing a Newspaper Reporter to Be a 


Bad Person from Missouri, He Gives 
Away the Scheme—After One Attempt, 
Which Was Unsuccessful, Another Ex 
pedition Against the Strong Box Js Laid 
Out—The Chief of Police and Disaster 
Come Together. 


Des Mons, Ia., July 25.—[ Special. Sam 
Cooper, James Dimmitt, and John Moore are 
under arrest for conspiracy to rob the Amer- 
ican Savings Bank of this city, and if neces- 
sary to successfully complete the job to mur- 
der the teller, Alexander Elliott, in cold blood. 
The plan as formulated was similar to that 
adopted by the James and Younger gang in 
their raid on the Northfield (Minn.) Bank 
some years ago. The failure of the conspir- 
acy is due to the fact that the mngleader, 
Cooper, approached the wrong man to secure 
his help. a 

The American Savings Bank, one of the 
principal financial institutions of East Des 
Moines, is located on the corner of Sixth and 
Locust streets. The first employé to reach 
the bank each day is the teller, Alexander El- 
liott. He is behind the counter at 8 o’clock, 
and twenty minutes later the time lock re- 
leases the door of the big vault and the treas- 
ures become accessible. Cooper learned that 
about $385,000 is usually kept in the vault of 
the bank and he began to lay plans 
to secure it. It is believed, however, 
that back of Cooper is a better-known 
man who furnished the brains, but 
lacked the nerve to take active part in so 
dangerous an enterprise. Sam Cooper is 
about 50 years old and is a dealer in real 
estate and horses in asmall way. Jim Dim- 
mitt, who was to sandbag the teller and knife 
him if necessary, is a negro desperado with a 
bad record. John Moore is another negro of 
similar character, but not so well known. 
He weakened in the beginning and had no 
further connection with it except to keep quiet. 

Cooper Makes a Mistake, 

Nearly eix weeks ago Cooper approached 
Sam Brockman,.a painter, and partially un- 
folding his plans asked the cooperation of the 
latter: Brockman gave what he knew of the 
story to the police and was advised to fall in 
with Cooper's suggestions and learn more of 
the details. Cooper secured the further aid of 
Moore and the first attempt on the bank was 
made. Cooper wastogoin and engage the 


teller in conversation and the big negro ally 


was to sneak into a side entrance and try to 
sandbag the bank officer. In case the teller 
turned his head Cooper was to holu 
him up with a big gun and the negro 
was to slip a knife into his side. Meanwhile 
Brockman was to rush in behind the counter, 


put the money into a market-basket and 


sacks, walk out and deposit the load in 
Cooper’s buggy, which was to be in readiness, 
and drive away to a designated place, where 
all would meet, divide the spoils, and then 
leave the city in- different directions. The 
night. fixed upon the bank resembled an 
arsenal. Its officials armed to the teeth slept 
behind the counter to be on hand in case of a 
change of plan by the conspirators. 
Cooper Was on Time. 

At 8:30 o’clock, when the watchers were 
awaiting developments, Cooper entered and 
began talking to the teller about negotiating 
a loan. The negro Moore started behind the 
counter, but just at this moment an unknown 
confederate on the street gave the danger sig- 
nal and Cooper retired, saying he would call 
‘again. Another consultation of the conspira- 
tors was beld and Moore declined to have any- 


u, thing further to do with the business. He was 


sworn to secrecy and Jim Dimmitt brought 
into the outfit. Two or three times dates 
were set to complete the job, but Cooper 
finally concluded to have more help. 

One Col. Fortune, who worksin a West Side 
fruit store, and who nas not yet been ar- 
rested, agreed for $1,000 to secure two men 
from Missouri, bad men of the worst sort. 
who would help with the job. Then Cooper 
waited for his Missouri men. They never ar- 
rived. One was arrested for a petty offense 
in a Missouri town, and the other concluded 
not to tempt fate in Iowa just yet. 
meantime the police were kept informed by 
Brockman, A newspaper reporter in Shan- 
non also got an inkling of the affair and be- 
came the confidant of the police. He volun- 
teered to impersonate one of the missing Mis- 
sourioutlaws. Experience as night police re- 
porter in several cities of the West has given 
the young man a familiarity with the habits 
of the class of people to be dealt with. Within 
twenty-four hours after he introduced himself 
to Cooper as Charlie Smith from Missouri, 
one of the gamest of dead game sports, 
Shannon had established himself on terms of 
intimacy with the gang. Last night Shannon 
met Cooper.and Dimmitt at the former’s res- 
idence. They talked until midaight and fully 
decided to make the attempt Monday morn- 
ing in order to secure the extra deposits of 
Saturday evening, which are large. The final 
meeting was to be held on the fair grounds 
Sunday. Shannon reported at police head- 
quarters, where the chief was waiting. It was 
decided to make the arrests at once. 

The Gang Gathered In, 

An hour later Shannon pounded on the door 
of Cooper’s house, 

„Come out,” he said; my friend from 
Missouri is here and I must hire him.” 
Cooper came out carrying a revolver a foot 
long. At the door he met Chief of Police 

sman. 
a You are under arrest,” said the Chief. 

I guess not,“ replied Cooper as he placed 
his revolver at the officer’s breast. 

„ But you are.“ added the reporter, who 
held a six-shooter against Cooper’s head. 

Dimmitt was arrested later and Moore to- 
day. The bonds of each were fixed at $3,000, 
and all went to jail. 

This is the nearest approach to a crim- 
inal sensation in Des Moines since Howard 
was hanged to a lamp-post in the court-house 
yard forthe murder of Jghnson. Cooper’s 
friends plead insanity in his{pehalf. 


Bank Thieves Snatch $2,000, 

Axnox, O., July 25.—[Special.]—While 
George C. Berry Jr., cashier of the Werner 
Printing and Lithographic company, was an- 
swering a decoy telephone call today his as- 
sistant, Otto Schoenduve, aged 18, swept $2,000 
in greenbacks and gold intoa basket, ran 
through the open door, jumped into a two- 
horse carriage in which were two confeder- 
ates, Frank Roberts and Fred Young, about 
his own age, and disappeared. Officers were 
on their trail five minutes after they drove 
away, but no trace of them has been discov- 


ered.

A Freight Crashes into an Excursion Train 
at Middletown, O. 

Darton, O., July 25.—While the Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton excursion-train of 
fourteen cars was returning with the Na- 
tional Cash Register employés from a picnic 
at Woodsdale Park a freight-train crashed 
into it at Middletown Station at 6 0’clock to- 
night, killing seven persons ana injuring fifty 
more,

IGNATIUS DONNELLY’S BOOMERANG, 


In 87 He Introduced a Law Making It 
Criminal Conspiracy to Corner Wheat,

The discovery was 
made today that a constitutional amendment 
makes the proposed action of Alliance men 
under the Muller circular a criminal conspir- 
acy. The strange thing about the whole inat- 
ter is the fact that the measure was introduced 
in the winter of 1887 by Ignatius Donnelly, 
who is now President of the Minnesota 

Allian It passed both Houses of the Legis- 

lature, was almost unanimously adopted by 

vote of the people in the fail of 1888, and is 
now Sec. 35 of the Constitution. It reads: 

„Any combination of persons, either as indi- 

viduals, or as members, or Officers of any tot- 

poration, to monopolize the markets for food 
products in this State, or to interfere with or 
restrict the freedom of such markets, is here- 
by declared to bea criminal conspiracy, and 
shall be punished in such manner as the 

Legislature may provide.“ 

The amendment was aimed at speculators 
and intended to prevent corners in wheat and 
other agricultural products, and Mr. Donnelly 
did not foresee that a party of which he is the 
head should one day ve caught by the drastic 
law. The Alliance wheat corner, so far as 
Minnesota is concerned, is therefore off.

structions I have interviewed several of the 
prominent physicians in England upon the 
subject of Bright’s disoase aud in the lines of 
the following questions:

TRADE REGULATIONS IN MEXICO, 


Restrictions Under Which American Houses 
May Invade That Country. 
Wasmxorox, D. C., July 25.—[Special.]— 
The Republic of Mexico has recently adopted 
a new commercial code affecting foreign mer- 
chants trading with that country. The fol- 
lowing are the most important provisions: 
Every foreign commercial house desirous of 
conducting business in Mexico must have its con- 
tracts registered, and joint stock companies will 
be required, further, to publish monthly a state- 
ment of their affairs. The non-fulfillment of 
these regulations will entail the responsibility of 
the representatives of these companies in Mexico. 
The establishment of warehouses is permitted 
for storing as well as for the deposit, super- 
intendence, and sale of the goods. Every 
depositor will receive a warrant, and this 
warrant may be given as security. The holder of 
the warrant is entitled to the goods, even in 
event of the depositor being declared bankrupt 
after giving up the warrant. The legal rate of 
discount is reduced from 12 to6 percent. The 
mortgage ‘duty on real estate is abolished. pe- 
tition for bankruptcy may be prese ya 
creditor and the holder of a p bill, 
Hitherto action has been taken by th itors 
and when three protested bills were presented.

Dr. Robert Cross of No.-19 Bereley square 
said: “Ifyou wul accept a brief answer I 
shall be very glad to — you, but when 1 
say that I am 84 years old and taking a rest, 
you will understand that I would rather not 
go extensively into the subject. In answer to 
your first question I would say no; it is gen- 
erally curable.“ 

How long may life be prolonged?” 

„J would say it depends upon the care 
which a man takes of himself.“ 

„% What is the latest cure?“ 

„Milk diet. Finally, I will ask you to ex- 
cuse me stating instances of cures in my own 
practice for the reason I have given you, and 


also because it would be a duplicate of what 


every physician has experienced. 

Dr. Herbert Tibbits of No, 68 Wimpole 
street gives the following written opinion for 
publication: ** Incurable. The careful regula- 
tion of the diet and of alcohol are the most es- 
sential points. In addition, I have found the 
use of static electricity most invigorating when 
ordinary iron and other tonics have proved of 
no avail. I know cases of ten to fitteen 
rears’ duration, who still bear life cheerfully. 
i know of no good results to be obtained by 
any ‘specific’ treatment. I had during the 
last twenty years several instances of un- 
doubted recovery in chronic Bright’s disease. 
Acute disease either kills or recovery ensues, 
or it passes into the chronic state. In the 
cases 7 refer to the destructive symptoms 
quite disappeared.”’

The 
various drugs prescribed are only to pre- 
vent complications. A frequent cause of 
Bright’s disease in the United States is alco- 
holism. No one method can be called infalli- 
ble. The method must vary with the 
special cause that brought about the disease 
in each case. It must, however, always be 
borne in mind that the cause of death in 
Bright’s disease is a poison of the blood 
through an overaccumulation of matters which 
should normally be expelled by the kidneys.

Drrnorr, Mich., July 28. Special. The 
Blue Ribbon meeting closed today with two 
races, in one of which a mild favorite won 
and the other a rank outsidet. The talent is 
still short in consequence. A villainously bad 
decision from the ’ stand took a race 
from the Western gelding Diamond, which he 
had won, and gave the Eastern mare Aline a 
start from which she built up a string of three 
winning heats. The error was made in the 
third heat, which Diamond won after a fight 
down the stretch with Aline by a 
good heck. He was inside and under the 
stand and Aline was outside, The old error 


was made, and the judges above the horses 


saw Aline first bya head and gave her the 
heat. The decision was roundly hissed and 
deserved to be. After a fighting fourth heat 
lost by a nose to St. Elmo, Diamond tired and 
came near being distanced in the last heat. 
Aline outstaid the others and won handily on 
the end, 

Bad driving killed off St. Elmo and 
““Leicky’’ Huntsheil, his driver and half 
owner, fell out of the sulky on the first turn 
in the first heat, and the horse ran a mile be- 
fore he was caught. After the second he was 
prominent in every heat, but was unsteady. He 
was well backed until the fifth heat, after which 
the pool-sellers closed their booths and there 
was no chance to get out. The race recalled a 
similar one, in which St. Elmo cut exactly the 
same figure on this track two years ago.

The bicycle i 
being used in the French army, Why should 
not the Chicago police imitate the example? 
By providing the bicycle with a s 
sonorous gong those who wanted an officer 
would know where to find him, and those 
who did not would keep out of the way. 

One of the chief duties of a patrolman is to 
look into the saloons on his beat to see that 
there are no disturbances, fighting, or killing 
going on there, and to arrest the rioters if 
there are any. For that sort of work a horse 
is useless, and a man on a horse can do noth- 
ing. The officer would have to leave his steed 
on the street outside while he rushed in to the 
doggery to quell the fighting. When he came 
out the horse would probably be stolen, and 
how conld he handle his prisoner if he had to 
ride his horse? And if the horse is not gone 
when he comes out what shall the policeman 
do with his captive? Shall he throw him 
across his saddle-bow and ride off with him, 
or fasten a rope around his neck and drag 
him after the horse? 

But the best thing that can be done is to 
let the force stay as it is. Mounted policemen 
have their uses on a boulevard, where fat men 
with fast horses wanting to race have to be 
kept within bounds. y look well in the 
streets of a French city, and are there used 
for riding down and sobering a mob. But for 
every-day American work there is nothing 
which can compare with the man who is 
hampered by nv horse and has the free use of 
his own legs and hands. Hecan go through 
buildings, blind alleys, and over back fences 
and out on the roofs and up winding stairs in 
search of burglars and thivyes and gamblers, 
while a mounted policeman would be looking 
around to find some one to hold his horse 
while he should be hunting for the offender. 
The police force needs no horse ‘marines, 
staff corps, or other fancy frills and furbe- 
lows. : patrol wagon furnishes all the use 
that horses can be employed at in handling 
criminals and law-breakers. 


Is IT A BRANCH OF THE CENTRAL? 


Suspicions Regarding the Blue Island Rall 
road Company. 

The ordinance of the Biue Island railroad 
company granting a franchise to construct a 
road on One Hundred and Twenty-first street, 
from the Illinois Central main line to Michi- 
gan avenue, was signed by the Mayor condi- 
tionally before he left the city. There is 
something mysterious about this line, and it 
is the general impression that it is a branch of 
the Illinois Central. 

The ordinance passed the Council Monday 
tight without debate, and, it is feared, with 
undue haste. The condition on which the 
Mayor signed the ordinance is that the com- 
pany pay a mileage tax or a percentage of its 
annual receipts. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Chetlain has 
been directed to draw a contract embodying 
the features of the post-agreement, but a 
blank is left for the consideration. The ordi- 
nance provides that the Blue Island railroad 
company, its lessees, successors, and as 
signs,“ may construct, maintain, and operate 
a railroad with two or more main tracks and 
the necessary side or connection tracks, turn- 
outs, switches,“ etc., but does not state the 
connections. Even the Aldermen who voted 
for it do not comprehend it, 


PROVINCE OF THE POLICGCEMAN’S CLUB 


The Weapon Should Be Used with More 
Discretion than Heretofore. 

One evening last week a youth was sitting 
on his father’s doorstep in this city talking 
to acompanion. A police officer came along 
and ordered him to move on.“ The reply 
that the boy was at his own home and there- 
fore would not go away scems to have in- 
censed the guardian of the public peace 
as an insult to his dignity and he vigorously 
clubbed the boy about the head, fracturing 
his skull and inflicting severe injuries. It is 
probable the brutal cop will be dismissed 
from the force, as the attention of the Chief 
has been called to his misconduct. But the 
mere taking away of the club which he so out- 
tageously used would be far from a - 
ment fitting the offense if the case be half so 
bad as is represented. 

The Chief is reported to have remarked 
that the average police officer is far too ready 
with his club and that he ought not to be al- 
lowed to a * free in his hand while on pa- 
trol duty. The officer stationed at a street 
crossing may properly employ it for the pur- 

of giving signals to the drivers of ve- 
hicles, but the patrolman should wear ‘it in 
his belt and not draw the weapon except as a 
last resort to violence, which is absolutely nec- 
essary. This utterance will meet with a warm 
approval by all right-minded citizens. When 
carrying the club in the hand the officer 
is tempted to use it on momentary impulses 


which might not be yielded to if it had to be 


withdrawn from the belt before the biow was 
struck, and in at least nine cases out of ten 
the mere motion of the hand towards it would 
be the signal for submission, rendering its 
use obviously unnecessary. It is probable 
that insistence on this precaution would have 
prevented the assault above alluded to. It 
was a word and a blow. The explanation would 
not have come too late to stave off the latter 
had it been necessary to draw the club from 
the belt before using it. 

And there is room for a few other reforms 
tending much to the efficiency of the force 
and the betterment of its methods. The 
patrolman ought not to be allowed to gbdssip 
with citizens while on duty. He should be 
taught that it is his place to answer as ex- 
plicitly as possible requests for information 
as to the direction of points where travelers 
want to go, but that even passing remarks to 
personal uaintances are out of order, es- 

ially reprehensible when they are of the 
jocular sort, and deserving of suspension 
when such remarks are couched in foul 
language such as has too often been 
heard from the lips of police officers on Chi- 
* streets. While he is wearing the weapon 
and star the officer should have no chums or 
enemies. Like the military sentine! at his 
post the policeman while on duty should be 
required to act towards all on precisely the 
saine military footing, treati his own 
brother and a stranger exactly alike. 

There has been far too much of the free and 
easy style of action in the police force of this 
city, and the result is more or less of demoral- 
ization. I} is notorious that on many of the 
beats the aificer has his friends who are al- 
lowed to do pretty much as they list and 
tyrannizes over others who are not law-break- 
ers. A litzle critical inquiry into this and 
other features of police practice might open 
the eyes of the Chief to a 2 deal of petty 
impropriety and not a little of positive cor- 
ruption among men who are employed and 
paid for helping to conserve the peace and 
good morals of the city. 


Determined to Carry His Point, 

Chief Clerk Twohig of tne Election Com- 
missioners’ office has prepared resolutions 
which will be introduced by Commissioner 
Nelson in the County Board meeting tomor- 
row. The resolutions provide for the weekly 
payment of county employés. The ‘act of 
April 23, 1891, providing for weekly payments 
of wages by corporations is cited, and the fact 
that Cook County may on a liberal construc- 
tion of the law be included among corpora- 
tions.

The 
leading member of the Executive committee 
is a Democrat and he stated that the defeated 
Democratic candidate for Congress in this 
district had informed him that Mr. Steven- 
son’s address was of a partisan nature, and as 
he claims that gentleman would not give him 
any satisfaction on that subject he called the 
committee together and, they ordered Mr, 
Stevenson’s address omitted and published 
the following card: | 

The Executive committee state that from evi- 
dence which they. considered accurate they un- 
ders that the temperance address announced 
to be delivered this afternoon by the Rev. J. O. 
Stevenson would sayor of political nature or 
have a distur effect upon the spirituality of 
the meetings and they omitted it. 

Mr. Stevenson’s address was to have been a 
repetition of a sermon which he rece ntly de- 
livered from his pulpit in this city, anda 
synopsis of it was subinitted to some of the oom- 
mittee, but it was held to be too political to 
allow of its being delivered at the carap-meet- 
ing. The following is the synopsis su ee 

I claim the right to agitate the question of the 
saloon, or of temperance, the words of the Apostle 
Peter who declared a part of his doctrine to keep 
the people reminded of certain questions. The 
sincere mind knows that prohibition is a success 
in that there are no legalized saloons, and present 
conditions are better than when there were legal- 
ized saloons. Prohibition is preferable to local 
option, because the latter keeps up the 
every year, while prohibition gives people a rest. 
The mind needs agitation upon this subject, be- 
cause it is liable to be led astray by the saloon 
influences. by specious arguments and exaggerated 
statements. They also introduce misleading issues 
and attempt to drag into the discussion the ques- 
tion ot the use of liquors. That is not the que 
tion. It is a shame we have saloons. The saloon 
makes drinking easy and attractive, and thus its 
effect upon the young was very much worse than 
at present when they are compelled to go into 
dark and forbidding places to drink. Instead of 

ing drinking easy and attractive it should be 
made difficult and repulsive, and that is the pres- 
ent condition of things. The other point was the 
affiliation of the saloon for vice of all kinds. In 
speaking of the religious features of the saloon 
question he quo Stormy Jordan’s famous 
motto over the door of his saloon: The road to 
hell,” and said this was an absolutely true defini- 
tion of the saloon. Christian people should there- 
fore oppose the saloon on this ground and for this 
reason.

$200,000 through the sale of the dummy line 
and the company’s various franchises to the 

Villard syndicate, now controlling the Mil- 

waukee City and Cream City lines. When 

Tue Trisunk some weeks ago announced that 

the Villard syndicate had secured control of 

the Whitefish Bay dummy line and that it 
had also bargained for the purchase of the 

Hinsey line as soon as the litigation in which 

it was involved was ended, interested per- 

sons denied it, but now official announcement 

has been made of the sale, although the Vil- 

lard syndicate has practically controlled the 

line since the time of Tue RIBUNE’S 
announcement, as they have also the 

Hinsey line, but the official announcement 

of the sale of the latter will not be made until 

the present litigation is ended. The negotia- 
tions for the purchase by the Villard syndicate 
of the West Side or Becker line are still pend- 
ing. Mr. Becker has named his price and the 
syndicate offered him bonds for the amount.

Canadian Pacific and Grand Trunk stocks 
are buoyant on account of the visit to this city 
of Messrs. Van Horne and Depew. It is now 
believed that an actual fusion of the two roads 
is practicable, although itis generally thought 
that simply a friendly traffic arrangement 
will be arrived at provided the Grand Trunk 
adopts a pacific attitude towards the Canadian 
Pacific.

Intyre, in view of Sir Henry Tyler’s visit to 
Canada,

WESTERN PASSENGER TROUBLES. 


Authority Granted to Meet the Alton’s Re- 
duced Rates. 

The Western Passenger Association held a 
meeting yesterday at Chairman Finley’s office 
for the purpose of considering the passenger 
rate situation in the West and to take meas- 
ures if possible to prevent general demoraliza- 
tion in rates. Chairman Finley having 
authorized the various roads in the association 
to meet the $8 round-trip rate, St. Louis to 
Detroit, and the $14.50 rate, Kansas City to 
Detroit, on account of the reunion of the 
Grand Army of the Republic at Detroit, Aug. 
5, the only subject to be considered was what 
should be done regarding the $5 round-trip 
rate, St. Louis to Chicago, authorized by the 
Alton, and to rearrange the time limit of 
Grand Army tickets. The Santa Fé having 
decided to meet the Alton’s $5 rate 
authority was granted all lines interested 
to make suc rate if they desire. 
Fears were expre that the low 
rates from Kansas City might affect the rates 
from Iowa points, but all the Iowa line; agreed 
to make no reduction from those points. As re- 
gards the time limit of Grand Army tickets 
it was decided to adopt the same limits for 
the Western Association as agreed upon by 
the Central Traffic Association. A rumor was 
current that the Alton would makea rate of 
$8, Kansas City to Chicago, Aug. ö, but the re- 
port could not tbe verified. 

There was some discussion regarding a prop- 
osition to reduce the tourist rate between 
the Missouri River and Colorado points to $15 
in order to get tourists to go to the Rocky 
Mountains during the summer, instead of to 
Atlantic seaboard points. Mr. Eustis of the 
Burlington killed the measure by moving 
that the rate should be $5.

MAY CUT DOWN THE BIG TREES. 


Colonists of the Kaweah Co-operative So- 
clety Defy the Soldiers. 
Wasmxdrox, D. C., July 25.—Among the 
acts of tne last Congress was one creating the 
Sequoia National Park in California. One of 
the purposes of this park 18 to preserve the 
magnificent trees that growto almost mar- 
velous dimensions within its boundaries. At 
the time the act was passed a colony of 
people known as the Kaweah Co- 
operative Society, whose mode of oper- 
ations are modeled after the theories of 
Edward Bellamy, was located within 
the proposed limits of the park. Some of the 
colonists had secu patents in sections of 
land, while others made entries to lands. 
July 1 the Government stationed a force of 
troops on the reservation for the purpose of

Queer Charges Against the Captain of the 

. Steamer Postboy. 

Two excursionists who July 22 took a trip 
with a party of men and women on board the 
small excursion steamer Postboy to view

Tolleston, have each written Taz Trisunz 
telling of a rather novel experience with the 
captain of the vessel.

FIRST TRAIN OF ALL STEEL CARS, 


It Arrives at the Wisconsin Central Depot 
—The Steel Postal Car’s Record. 

The first train of all steel cars ever run ar- 
rived at the Wisconsin Central depot yester- 
day direct from the shops at Desplaines. It 
consisted of four freight cars, one left uncov- 
ered in order to show its construction.

Members of the Congressional River and 
Harbor Committee Arrive in the City 
to Inspect Matters—The Great Com- 
mercial Importance of the Lakes Recog- 
nized — Upper Rooms in Hotehs the 
Dearest—Chicago’s Position as a Racing 


Center, 


Three members of the River and Harber 
Committee—Congressmen . Blanchard of 
Louisiana, Stephenson of Michigan, and Hen- 
. of IIlinois—who left 
weeks ago to make a thorough 
the ports, channels, and improvements of the 
great lakes, arrived in Chicago yesterday and 
are now at the Auditorium Hotel. 

„We felt the want of a personal knowledge 
of the condition and situation of the harbors, 
channels, etc., and that was the occasion of 
the trip,” said Congressman Blanchard. The 
Louisiana man will be the next Chairman of 
the River and Harbor Committee. He has 
been connected with that branch of Congres- 
sional work for eight yéars or more and dur- 
ing that time, his colleagues say, he has made 
a thorough study of the work and is more fa- 
miliar with the great system than is any other 
member of the House. 

_ “The floating commerce of the Great Lakes 
is $300,000,000 a year.“ continued Mr. Blanch- 
ard, and these figures demonstrate that the 
lake system possesses the greatest inland com- 
merce in the world and is also the greatest in- 
land waterway. Last year the commerce that 


passed through Sault Ste. Marie was $210,- | 


000,000. At one point on the ‘Soo’ there 16 
the greatest single improvement of any m- 
land waterway on the face of the globe, and 
still there is room for improvement. 

“ Chic ago is recognized as one of the lead- 
ing cities in the world, as well as in the United 
States, and is always well taken care of. We 
shall recommend as large an appropriation 
for Chicago’s harbor as the Treasury will per- 
mit. When a Congress expends $1,600,000,000 
it does not leave a large surplus and we can- 
not be as liberal now as we would wish.”

Aa rr has become the fashion of late to 
make historical sketches of prominent men in 


American politics and military life who have 


passed away recently, the sketch of Gen. 
Sherman’s career, printed elsewhere and con- 
densed from an article in the Atlantic Monthly 
by John C. Ropes, will be read with interest. 
While not many readers will be prepared to 
subscribe to Mr. Ropes’ statement that Gen. 
Sherman was the most ing figure in the 
Civil War, in eitherarmy, remembering Grant, 
Sheridan, Thomas, Lee, Stonewall Jackson, 

and Albert Sidney Johnston, still the sketch 
contains an accurate survey of his career and 
a thoughtful estiriate of his character. Mr. 

Ropes dwells upon one characteristic feature 
of the General which will commend itself to 
those who knew him—namely: his bold and 

aggressive disposition and the freedom with 
which he took the public into his confidence 
by giving to it hia views and stating his likes 
and dislikes without reservation. He was 
fond of popularity, in which respect there was 
a striking contrast between himself and Gen. 

Grant. We are as yet, perhaps, too near the. 
Civil War and too much biased by prejudice 

clearly and absolutely to form an estimate of 
Old Tecumseh’s military career, but as one of 
the great soldiers of the war anything pertain- 
ing to him will be read with pleasure. 


Tun New York Evening Post says there is 
nothing so bad in any part of Constantinople 
or of Symrnaor of Salonica as the condition 
of the streets of that city, especially in the 
lower part, with their “ reeking pools, open 
ditches, and heaps of garbage exposed to the 
eyes of tens of thousands of people crossing 
the ferries and soiling their feet and garments 
as they erossed. The Post says: 

Not only are the streets where the teams go 
spattering along dreadful to contemplate, but the 
sidewalks, those of lower Broadway especially, 
are grimy and offensive in the last degree, Not 
the least_of the nuisances are the great excava- 
tions opened here and there. from some of which 
clouds of steam are escaping. These excavations 
are chargeable in part with the shocking condi- 
tion of filth that prevails in the lower part of the 
city, but only in part. The mud-puddles and 
garbage heaps and general griminess are as con- 
spicuous and as pronounced in places where no 
excavations have been made. The condition of 
things on West street today (and that is only a 
shade worse than the average) would cause a not 
in any European city and an overthrow of the 
local government. 

The picture drawn by the Post should be a 
warning to the authorities of this city. Chica- 
go is as yet far from being as nasty and filthy 
as New York, but unless precautions are taken 
we may reach that condition. There should 
be no competition between this city and New 
York in the matter of dfrt and stench. 


THE CHICAGO RIVER MUST BE IMPROVED. 

In an interview with Capt. Marshall, print- 
ed in yesterday’s Trarsuns,.he said: 

In my judgment the Calumet River and Harbor 
can be made far superior to the Chicago River 
and Harbor for purposes of commerce. It will 
be maintained at a width of 200 feet. We can 
regulate the construction of bridges over it. One 
bridge has been constructed already with spans. 
of seventy-seven feet. No smaller span will be 
permitted. In fact, all bridges to be constructed 
in the future must have a spanof eighty feet. 
We have dredged the river two miles and a half 
abovethe harbor,to One Hundred and Tenth 
street. Weintend to go to One Hundred and 
Thirteenth street this year. The contract calls 
for sixteen feet depth of water, but in ra, to 
msure this and to provide against filling in the 
depth obtained will probably average eighteen 
feet—certainly more than seventeen feet. In parts 
it is twenty feet. The river has been surveyed as 
far as H It is navigable for certain 
craft to that point. 

This shows the difference between the 
methods of the General Government and of 
the city. The former improves streams. The 
tendency of the latter is to spoil them. A 
wretched city government stuck an obstruction 
in the South Branch at Canal street, which has 
nearly ruined navigation. Nothing but the 
persistent fight of Tun Trisunz prevented 
the late Mayor and Council from narrowing 
the South Branch sixty feet at a point where 
it was already too marrow, to furnish car- 
track room toa railroad. There has to be a 
constant struggle with the Aldermen to pre- 
vent them from selling out the river for 
boodle. 

The improvement of the Calumet is a 4 
fit to Chicago, within whose limits it lies. But 
the betterment of the Chicago River and its 
branches would be a still greater benefit. The 
city needs both rivers. It will use soon all the 
dockage on the two streams. 
of the land on the Calumet will take there a 
large number of heavy manufacturing in- 
dustries, The vast quantities of iron ore which 
the rolling milis use can be landed and stored 
more cheaply there than in the old city. What- 
ever articles will have to be distributed among 
those living within the old limits ought to 
enter the Chicago River. Those which are to 
be taken outside the city should find accom- 
dation in part on the Calumet.. The less 
valuable and more bulky commodities should 
go to the Calumet, and the more valuable 
ones to the docks and wharves along the Chi- 
cago River and its branches. This is well set 
forth in the following interview with Hugh 
McMillan, agent of the Western Transit line. 
He said: 


a river business cannot be dragged away 
from Chicago te the Calumet. The latter 

will become a great place, but its transpor- 
tation by water will bein coal, lumber, and iron 
ore, or what we term “ coarse freights.“ It’s non- 
sense to talk of relieving the Chicago River trade 
by increasing the facilities of the Calumet. The 
Chicago River will always be the center for the 
transportation of grain, flour, lumber, eoal, and 
miscellaneous merchandise. 
These articles have to be brought here. Neither 
the deepening of the outer harbor solve the 


the river. The business cannot be shifted. What 
is needed is awider and deeper channel and fewer 
obstructions in the river. Instead of trying to do 
the impossible in shifting the business, let the 


water facilities be improved. Ifthe government 


wants to foster the commercial interests of Chi- 
cago let it widen, deepen, and clear the river. 
Look at the trade done on the river. The daily 
receipts and shipments by the ten steamers of the 
Western line are 4,000 tons; Anchor line, 3,500; 

Union line, 3,200; Lehigh Valley line, 3,000; Con- 
tral Vermont. 2,000, and the Lackawanna line, 
1,000. This is but 2% per cent of the entire business 
done on the river. The amount of business—the 
tonnage—is 10 per cent annualiy. 
Twenty years ago the largest vessels were of but 
750 tons burden. Now they run up above 2,500 
tons. They are now at the limit of the water in 
tho Something must be done soon to ac- 
commodate this rapidly increasing trade. 


If something is not done speedily to enlarge 
the capacity of the Chicago River the superior 
advantages of the Calumet, the wider stream, 
the greater depth, and the greater ease of 
passing throuyh bridges, will force vessels in 
‘that direction and the owners of twenty-four 
miles of dock property in the old city will 
find its value lessening daily until it will 
neither rent nor sell,

ions. The city will take a small portion 
of that newly-created value to pay for the 
land which may have to be removed, or the 
buildmgs which may have to be moved, 
As most of the land which will be taken at 
the bends is valueless now, the sum to be 
paid out for damages will be comparatively 
small. None of the expense of this highly 
important improvement of the river and 
harbor will fall on the general taxpayer, as 
the property benefits are special, unless it 
would be the buildmg of larger and better 
bridges, and that too can be done by special 
assessment on the streets specially benefited. 

The owners of the dock property are the 
ones who ought to insist on this improve- 
ment. They are the ones who directly have 
the most at stake. If the Council refuses to 
do anything for them they should turn to the 
Drainage Trustees and urge them to widen 
the river for sanitary reasons. The work 
must be done by somebody. The 4nterests 
of Chicago demand. it. The city needs the 
two rivers which are within its limits, and 
each of them should be put and keptin a 
condition where it will be of the greatest pos- 
sible use, The Mayor with the aid of Com- 
missioner Aldrich and the clearest headed 
Aldermen should take up this subject at once, 
and should think out a plan for submission to 
the Council when it reassembles in Sep- 
tem ber. 


THE COUNTY ELECTION THIS FALL. 

As there ure two places on the Drainage 
Board to be filled this fall there need be no 
political coutest over them. Each party 
should take one. There are two court 
Judges to be chosen and the same non-parti- 
san principle should apply there, each party 
taking one. It would be most desirableif a 
similar arrangement could be made regard- 
ing the County Board, one party taking the 
President and six members, the other party 
taking the other eight Commissioners. There 
is no good reason why this should not be 
done, for these officers will really have no 
more political functions to perform than the 
directors of a bank, of a hospital, or a rail- 
road line. There was a time when the County 
Commissioners chose the election judges and 
clerks, and laid out the election districts and 
fixed the polling-places, and the Van Pelt 
gang abused that power shamefully. It was 
worth the while of partisans then to capture 
the board in self-protection, but that day has 
gone by. The chief duty of the Commission- 
ers is to look after the sick, the insane, the 
paupers, and the roads and bridges in the 
outside town® 

It would be a misfortune if the voters were 
forced to choose Commissioners this fall not 
with an eye to their fitness to discharge those 
duties, but because they hold certain views in 
reference to free coinage, free trade, protec- 
tion, or a. graded income tax. These issues 
belong in a national, not a purely local, con- 
test. Enough will be heard of them next 
year when a President and Congressmen are 
to be chosen. There is no necessity for drag- 
ging them in before that time. It is admitted 
by all reflecting men that American cities are 
inefficiently and expensively governed. It is 
beginning to be perceived that this is due in 
part to the fact that local issues have been 
generally shoved on one side at local elections 
and national ones substituted forthem. If 
the Superintendent of a hospital was to be 
chosen because of his tariff or silver views 
alone, a competent man might possibly be 
obtained, but the chances are all the other 
way. 

This city has been fortunate enough to hold 
of late two elections which were more free 
from partisanship than formerly, and the 
more of them it can hold the better. The 
election this fall should be kept out of national 
politics and out of the clutches of the pro- 
fessional officeseeker, boodler, and bummer. 
It will save the people money and secure 
them better and more satisfactory service. 


THE VACANCIES ON THE DRAINAGE 
BOARD, 

Mr. John A. King, one of the Democratic 
Drainage Trustees, has imitated the example 
of Mr. Murry Nelson, a Republican member 
of the board, and resigned his position. Mr. 
Nelson’s health was such as to make it impos- 
sible for him to serve the public. The press- 
ure of private business and a partisan dis- 
agreement with the plans of the majority ex- 
plain Mr. King’s withdrawal. He went on the 
commission for politics, and the politics of the 
commission did not suit him, 

The existence of two vacancies makes it 
easy to fill both in accordance with non-parti- 
san principles, which should continue to pre- 
vail on the board, the Republicans taking one 
and the Democrata the other. It is most de- 
sirable that there should be no partisan poli- 
tics in the Drainage Board. It would be as 
much out of place there as in the improve- 
ment of the Chicago River or any other great 
public work. There were those who hoped 
that they might convert the Sanitary District 
into a great political machine for 1892, but 
their plans were defeated forever by the auc- 
dess of the Citizens’ ticket. The taxpayers 
don’t want the board converted into a parti- 
san machine. 

While the most efficient men should be se- 
lected for these two vacant positions, they 
will find when they take their seats that the 
hardest part of the head work has been done. 
In this day and generation it takes about as 
much time to plan and get ready to begin as 
it does todo a great work. To prepare the 
plans of the modern Chicago sky-scraping of- 
fice building takes about as long as it does to 
putitup. The difficulties connected with the 
World’s Fair only ended when the site and the 
plans were finally chosen. Those attending 
the drainage channel could only be surmount- 
ed after several routes had been surveyed, 
bored, studied, and compared; and strips 
of 800 feet wide selected, plotted, and the 1,000 
owners of the land interviewed as to the price 
or damage for taking it. Many legal and 
engineering questions had to be carefully con- 
sidered. Three corps of engineers and two

Much has been said about the necessity of 
cleaning up the city for the World’s Fair and 
keeping it so while it lasts, There is one sug- 
gestion which has not been made hitherto but 
which deserves attention, because there will 
be no need of any appropriation by the Coun- 
eil to carry it out and no necessity for m- 
creased taxes, as it all can be done by special 
assessment and largely benefit each person 
who pays. 

There are in the city tens of miles of de- 
cayed wooden pavement which has outlived 
its usefulness, full of holes, dreadful to drive 
on, and which is more unattractive to the eye 
than the worst dirt road would be. Those long 
stretches of decayed blocks should be re- 
moved and replaced by Trinidad asphalt 
pavements, like those on Dearborn and Ash- 
land avenues and North State street. Such 
pavement costs a little more than the cedar 
blocks at the outset, but it is cheaper in the 
longrun. Itis far more easily cleaned. If 
made nearly flat, with a slope of only about 
two inches from the crown of the road to the 
gutters, to carry off the water, there will be 
no difficulty about horses keeping their feet. 
If heavy wagons are forced to use four-inch 
tires instead of 144 or 1% as now, the street 
will not be cut as the abominable narrow 
tires of trucks cut it now. The Trinidad 
asphalt pavements are warranted to be in 
good condition at the end of five years, and 
unless shamefully abused will last for over 
ten, while wooden blocks are all knocked into 
holes and ruts before five years. 

In addition to its other good * 
asphalt looks well. The attractiveness of 
Washington is due in great part to its clean, 
nice asphalt streets. Other cities are learn- 
ing its merits, and it is becoming more and 
more popular in New York, Buffalo, and 
elsewhere. Wherever good asphalt has 
been tried in Chicago it has given 
satisfaction. There isan air of neatness and 
cleanness.about it which is possessed by no 
other pavement. In the business district, 
where the heaviest teaming is done, it may be 
best to stick to granite, though it is hard on 
the horses, and is intolerably noisy. But be- 
yond Ohio street on the North Side, Halsted 
on the West, and Sixteenth on the South, 
cedar blocks should be discarded and asphalt 
substituted, and on all the lightly-traveled 
streets within those limits. 

There is a great deal of cedar block which 
is stili in fair condition, much of it laid last 
year and the year before. That cannot be 
disturbed. The people who paid for it would 
not be willing to has it done. But wherever 
a cedar pavement needs renewing, and who- 
ever goes about the city much knows that 
there is a great deal that does, it should be 
replaced at once by asphalt. Every mile of 
it that is laid will add to the attractiveness 
and cleanliness of Chicago, and make it more 
beautiful in the eyes ot the millions of visitors 


who will be here two-yeats hence. 


DEATH OF HERMAN BASTER. 

German journalism in the United States 
has suffered a severe logs by the deathof Her- 
man Raster, the b t editor of the Chi- 
cago Staats- Zeitung, which oecurred at the 
little town of Cudowa, in Silesia, Friday last. 
Mr. Raster had been ill for some time and 
went to Europe with hope of benefiting 
his health, though letters from him 
have indicated tor. some time past 
that he had little hope of recovery, 
and was only waiting. for the end 
courageously and philosophically. The princi- 
pal events in Mr. Raster’s career already have 
been stated in Taz Tarsunz. Few men have 
been better equipped for the duty of journal- 
ism and few have followed it more success- 
fully. Though his reputation has been con- 
fined mainly to the German press, he un- 
doubtedly would have made an equal success 
had he been identified with guy one of the 
leading American dailies of this country, and 
in this respect his death is a loss to the pro- 
fession in the United States. He was thor- 
oughly posted in European and American 
politics and upon all public questions, and 
he discussed them with clearness, crispness, 
and accuracy. He was not known in any pub- 
lic position. His reputation was made by his 
pen. Though his natural tendency was to- 
wards the consideration of political and finan- | 
cial questions, he was an all-round man. He 
was as much at home in art, science, and liter- 
ature as he was in politics, and he discussed 
topics in these departments with fluent ease 
and rare knowledge. He had had large ex- 
periences, and these combined with his rd. 
markable memory and the versatility of 
his tastes and knowledge made him as charm- 
ing a man in conversation as he was with his 
pen—a combination which is somewhat rare. 
He had great gifts of humor and satire, was 
plain and blunt of speech, and sturdy and 
resolute in character. In all these respects he 
unquestionably was the most brilliant jour- 
nalist Germany has sent to this country. 
His death will be regretted not only by his 
own countrymen but also by all Americans 
who had the good fortune to enjoy the rare 
pleasure of his acquaintance. 


POSSIBILITIES OF STORAGE BATTERIES. 

A decision by the United States Circuit 
Court for the Soutnern District of New York 
concedes to Brush the invention of the storage 
battery, at least in its practical form, and de- 
clares that he is entitled to the fruits of his 
invention. This action of the court gives to 
the Consolidated Electric Storage company a 
twelve years’ monopoly of the business in the 
United States, but that will not necessarily be 
repressive. On the contrary, it is said that 
the result will be a large expansion of the use 


of the storage battery, especially in the moving 


of vehicles and in furnishing stores of reserve 
force for the lighting of buildings. The stor- 
age battery cars on Fourth and Madison ave- 
nues in New York City are to be immediately 
restored to active service, and several com- 
panies have only waited for this settlement in 
order to know the extent of their pecuniary 
responsibility in adopting the storage battery 
as a source of motive power. 

If the monopoly prove reasonable in its de- 
mands there will be no good reason why the 
accumulator should not within a few years 
come into such extensive use as to dispiace 
fuel-burning appliances to locomotives on the 
railroads and make carriage horses disappear 
from the streets of the cities. Wherever a

few electric carriages have already made their | 
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at the date of latest diess on thesubject Also, 
it is remarked that if the Serpollet steam car- 
riage which is operated in Paris can be 
deemed succéssful there should be a chance 
for the electric carriage on good roads. In 
such case We may expect soon to see numer- 
ous storage-battery tricycles in the streets, as 
doubtless many people would be glad to avail 
themselves of such a facility for locomotion. 

The greatest public benefit of the new appli- 
ance may, however, be expected to show itself 
in connection with the car lines for the con- 
veyance of pagsengers through the cities. The 
street-cars will dispense with their horses, and 
even the ponderous cable will have to go, the 
result being smoother and more satisfactory 
motion for the traveler and less cost of opera- 
tion to the company. Then the steam lines, 
if they do not run altogether with power fur- 
nished by the accumulator, will at least have 
to do so in und near the cities for the avoid- 
ance of smoke and the escape of steam, one 
of which is now a great sanitaty nuisance and 
the other at times dangerous, The people, as 
well as their messages, will then travel by wire, 
unless the rail be made to perform the duty 
of conductor, the whole of the conducting ap- 
pliance being out of harm’s way and leaving 
room for a freedom of movement to which 
people in the cities are now strangers. Great 
will be the power and advantage of the stor- 
age battery and many the uses to which it 
will be put. Perhaps even we shall have time 
to show to the people of other cities and coun- 
tries its wide application to purposes of street 
locomotion in our midst during the progress 
of the great Fair. 


A TRIUMPH FOR THE ADMINISTRATION 
IN BEHALF OF THE JEWS. 

A dispatch from Washington in the last 
issue of Tun Tmnorn intimates that the Czar 
has been influenced by suggestions, if not re- 
monstrances, from the administration, tem- 
porarily at least, to relax the rigor of his 
Jewish expulsion measures, and that this 
action on his part may lead to a permanent 
modification of these oppressive orders. Thus 
what Russia would not yield to the remon- 
strances of England or any of the contimental 
powers, it has promptly and freely conceded 
to the United States Government, and by this 
action has again demonstrated the respect 
and friendly feeling it entertains for this 
country. . 

In managing this delicate business the 
President has shown commendable tact. It 
is not likely that a diplomatic protest would 
have been considered, as Russia would not 
recognize the right of any other nation to 
meddle with its domestic affairs. The Presi- 
dent, therefore, must have made the matter a 
personal one and introduced it on friendly 
grounds, and it is intimated that the tact 
of Consul-General Crawford and the favor in 
which he is held by the Russian Government 
and people tended to expedite the business 
and help secure a favorable recognition 
the President's request. It is 
not stated what arguments the Presi- 
dent used in his personal message 
to the Czar. He may have based his view of 
the case on the broad grounds of humanity, 
or he may have impressed the Czar with the 
conviction that there is no room in this coun- 
try for the exiled Jews, and that the American 
people did not look with favor upon a policy 
which will send millions of penniless Jews 
here who cannot, hope to gain a living as mid- 
dlemen and who are not agriculturists. Be- 
sides, there areno more good public landsto be 
had, as they are about all taken up, and such 
a mass of Russian Jews, who cannot speak a 
word of English, cannot hope to get a living 
in trades which already are overcrowded. 
Whatever the President's line of reasoning 
may have been the outcome is none the less a 
great moral victory for this country and a tes- 
timonial to its influence in accomplishing 
what the rest of the world has failed todo. It 


also shows that while the Czar would not 


yield to compulsion he is not so far given over 
to the policy of barbarism, as has been inti- 
mated, that he is not ready to listen to the 
voice of reason. If it be correct, therefore, 
that the administration has sevured the relar- 
ation of these sweeping and rigorous anti- 
Semitic orders it is one of its greatest tri- 
umphs. 
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AN ENGLISH TRIBUTE TO THE WORLD'S 
FAIR CITY. 

That accomplished essayist and littérateur, 
Andrew Lang, has contributed a remarkably 
generous tribute to Chicago to the columns of 
the London Daily News in connection with 
the announcement that the English Govern- 
ment has appointed the Council of the So- 
ciety of Arts as a royal commission for man- 
aging the affairs of the British section at the 
World's Fair m this city. The-significance of 
this appointment grows out of the fact that it 
was this council which conceived and orig- 
inated the Crystal Palace exhibition of 1851, 
as well as that of 1862, and that since that 
time it has been associated with all the im- 
portant exhibitions in England and elsewhere. 
Its assignment therefore to thesupervision of 
the British section in Chicago is a guaranty 
that England’s representation will be a fa- 
mous one, 

It is not so much in this direction, however, 
asin the handsome tribute paid to Chicago 
that the real significance of Mr. Lang’s article 
lies. His description of this city is enthusias- 
tic, discriminative, and remarkably free from 
the errors with which English descriptions 
usually abound. From the material point of 
view Mr. Lang recognizes Chicago “as the 
great American city of the near future.“ He 
dwells with wondering curiosity upon its new- 
ness, its marvelous growth, ite ch aracteristic 
life, its extraordinary recovery from the ef- 
fects of fire, and its subsequent development, 
until now it is no exaggeration to say that 
there are many avenues of private dwellings 
in Chicago which far surpass in magnificence 
any streets to be seen in London, or Paria, or 
Vienna.“ The proverbial desire of the En- 
glishman for his personal comfort in getting 
about 1s shown by the attention which is paid 
to the minor detail of hansom cabs, Mr.

THE CANADIAN BOODLE SCANDALS. 

The testimony in the Canadian scandal cases 
shows an extraordinary condition of official 
rottenness. As the Toronto Globe says: 
“Wherever a probe is thrust into the manage- 
ment of Sir Hector’s department corruption 
“is struck.” The evidence thus far taken 
shows that every one connected with the 
harbor contracts, the Chief Engineer, the 
Superintendent, and the dredge, crib work, 
and masonry inspectors, was bribed by the 
contractors. Money has been traced to the 
pockets of Sir Hectos Langevin himself 
which was used for the so-called “ reptile 
fund,” or the fund used to keep the Tory Gov- 
ernment in power. There were corrupt jobs 
at Quebec, Levis, Esquimault, Kingston, and 
Ottawa. The clerks in the Interior Depart- 
ment have been drawing money for alleged 
extra work on bogus names, The Postoffice, 
Railroad, State, and Agricultural Depart- 
ments show such signs of fraud that they 
must be investigated. Political constitu- 
encies have been bribed openly. The Tories 
also have done a brisk basiness in getting the 
manufacturers into the “red parlor” confer- 
ence and forcing them to contribute to the 
“reptile fund.” It is clear that the late Sir 
John Macdonald only held on to office through 
the briberies practiced by his agonts, and 
there is now a loud call for an investigation of 
the relations of the governmeat to the Cana- 
dian Pacific road, though the friends of the 
late Premier claim that he bought his stock in 
the open market. The disclosures of fraud 
and malversation grow worse and worse day 
by day. How such widely extended corrup- 
tion has been made possible is clearly enough 
shown by the following extract pom the 
Toronto Globe: 


The evil has been aggravated by the 3 
* a man who held captive hearts of his followers 
and persuaded them to forgive and defend acts of 
flagrant immorality like the Pacific scandal. 
Then, under a vicious system of government which 
makes the Federal Cabinet the all-provider seek- 
ing whom it may subsidize, vast sums are intrust- 
ed to Canadian Ministers for expenditare under 
conditions which offer wide opportunity for job- 
bery and malversation. As the money is bor- 
rowed, and as taxation is indirect and therefore 
not immediately felt by the people, there isin 
reality no check upon extravagance. The Domin- 
jon Government has spent nearly 150 millions 
upon railroads alone, and millions upon millions 
more on canals, harbors, wharves, docks, light- 
houses, and public buildings. Under such cir- 
cumstances a Minister lacking in moral sense 
who knows that he will be backed by the party in 
anything and everything he does for its gain or 
advantage is en to wink at “addition, 
division, and silence.” His subordinates follow 
his example, and the poison works downward 
until, as in the Quebec case, it permeates the 
whole official staff from top to bottom, leaving 
the public interest at the mercy of contractors 
who feed the reptile fund and fill their own 
pockets at one and the same time. 


What will the Canadian people do about it 
is a pertinent question? If they do not de- 
mand not only the expuision of Sir Hector 
Langevin but the remgnation of the entire 
Cabinet, and if they do not turn the Tory party 
out of power, it can only be because the ma- 
jority of them countenance fraud and cor- 
ruption in the administration of their govern- 
ment. In such case there will be no sympathy 
wasted upon them. They deserve to be 
fleeced. 


THE BAYREUTH WAGNER FESTIVAL. 

Bavaria may now claim to have the two 
most successful festivals of the world—the 
Passion Play at Ober-Ammergau and the 
Bayreuth performances of the Wagner music- 
dramas. As it is doubtful, however, 
whether the former festival will be 
given again, there is a possibility that Bay- 
reuth will have the monopoly of the world’s 
entertainment in future, for it is a notable 
feature of this festival that its audiences are 
made up of music-lovers from all parts of the 
world, America having a generous representa- 
tion. The present festival is the seventh and 
most successful of the series, which was in- 
augurated in 1876 under Wagner’s personal 
supervision, when the Nibelungen Trilogy 
was first presented. In addition to this, his 
greatest work, the scheme for 1891 includes 
the Meistersänger, “Tristan and Isolde,“ 
Parsifal, and the Paris version of “ Tann- 
häuser.“ 

The most notable feature of the festi- 
val is the wonderful success which has 
attended it since it was first inaugurated by 
Wagner. The festival of 1876 was not a 
at $75 for the four performances, but Wagner 
was fortunate in having the late King of Bava- 
ria for his patron, and the royal treasury made 
up all the deficiencies, which shows the ad- 
vantage of having a music-mad King for a 
friend. But Wagner, himself, though a 
thrifty man and eager for money, as his cor- 
respondence repeatedly shows, was a poor 
business manager and was always in financial 
straits, After his death his wife, Cosima, as- 
sumed the management of the festival, and 
has shown herself to be as shrewd a business 
woman as she is accomplished in musical and 
dramatic ability. Even at the last festival, 
when the profits were $60,000, she made more

f IN THE VELDT. 

The Roman poet must have had Bechuana- 
land and the Transvaal in his inind when he 
wrote the lines quoted above, for the two 
countries perfectly realized his conception. 
The veldt at the surface has a somewhat 
sterile and parched appearance and is covered 
with patchy grass dried by the sun to the color 
ofhay. Far and wide it extends, and the 
traveler sees no reason why he should ever 
emerge from its limits. Two causes, how- 
ever, combine to remove the tedium and 
monotony of such a landscave. The vast- 
ness, the apparent iilimitability of the sur- 
roundings elevate rather than depress the 
mind, and the genial sunshine, the cloudless 
- ky, and the invigorating highland air sustain 
the spirits at Hy es level. Nor must it be 
degree wanting in fertility. 
of the summer and autumn produce an 
abundance of juicy grass on which are raised 
large herds of cattle and flocks of sheep. 


7 Opportunities for the Development of Cat- 


tle-Raising.

At present, 
however, it is possible for any one that cares 
about the experience to realize most accurately 
the mode go graphically described by Lord 
Macaulay, in which our forefathers traveled 
in England some two centuries ago. Along the 
road but few human beings are seen, human 
habitations are scarce and far apart, and little 
animal life is t» be perceived. Birds are fairly 
numerous. The koran,” the partridge, the 
plover, the “dikkop,’’ offer to the sports- 
man occasional shots. Skeletons of horses 
and oxen which have succumbed | to 
the labors and privations of the journey 
abound alongside the track, all either hav- 
ing been picked clean or in the proc- 
ess of being devoured oy flocks of vultures, 
At one place we perceived some scores of these 
birds surrounding a carcass, all of them so 
gorged that they took no notice of our ap- 
proach, although we passed within a few feet 
of them.

The ground all around it for 
a considerable space was hastily pegged off in 
mining claims, companies were floated with 
large capital, shares were tossed up to a prem- 
ium just as a Japanese conjurer with 4 fan 
causes bits of paper to ascend in the air, and 
then came the crash. All was over, and a 
large pretentious stock exchange, tenanted 
now only 4.12 dog, the cat, the pig, and the 
fowl, tells the interesting story of an African 
golden dream. 


Looking Over the Gold Mines. 


There are, however, one or two mines in the 
neighborhood which may possibly with | skill- 
ful management yield some profit to the 
shareholders—where the ore is plentiful, 
though of low grade. One of these, the Puf- 
felsdorn, about ten miles from Klerksdorp, 
we were able to make a careful inspection of. 
It is being skillfully and economically worked, 
possessing a reef from three to four feet in 
thickness, 8 on an average about seven 
pennyweights to the ton; is not overcapital- 
ized and has much about it which led those 
who were with me, and who were experienced 
authorities, to suppose that before long it may 
be a fairly profitable mining venture. Klerks- 
dorp can also boast of a hotel of considerable 
size, the landlord of which—a German+-may 
be celebrated for his insolence and rapacity, 
whose guests are tormented with ex¢essive 
dirt and discomfort. : 

A short drive of about five hours brought us 
on the following day to Potchefstrom, a most 
attractive little town. It lies in the hollow of 
a great plain at the foot of some low! hills, 
fairly covered with plantations. The houses 
are surrounded by Juxuriant gardens and the 
streets are lined with handsome trees.. The 
sight of a tree or a bit of green in the treeless 
and burned up veldt gives pleasure and relief 
alike to the mind and the eye. Here a clean 
and comfortable hotel and an obliging host 
enabled us to forget the vexations and annoy- 
ances of Klerksdorp. Johannisbu was 
reached on the evening of the fourth day. 
We found ourselves at once in a society and 
amid surroundings widely different from 
any which had been experienced since 
landing in Africa. Johannisburg extends 
for a considerable distance along a ridge of 
hills 6,000 feet above the level of the sea. 
Around wherever the eye reposes it is arrested 
by mining shafts, hauling gear, engine houses, 
and tall chimneys. Johannisburg presents a 
very English appearance, the appearance of 
an English manufacturing town, mipus its 
noise, smoke, and dirt. The streets are 
crowded with the busy, bustling, active, keen, 
intelligent lookingthrong. Here are gathered 
human beings from every quarter of tne 
globe, the Eaglish possessing an immense 
predominance. The buildings and general 
architecture of the town attain an excellent 
standard, style having been consulted and 
sought after, stone and brick being the 
materials, corrugated iron being confined to 
the roofs, solidity, permanence, and progress 
being the genera! characteristics. 

The creation and rise of this town have been 
almost magical,a period of less than five 

ears having. been sufficient to effect it. 
When it is remembered that som twenty 
milhons of capital, mainly English, have 
been sunk in the mines of the Randt, Apa that 
about one and a half millions annually is ex- 
pended on the maintenance and exploitation 
of the mines, one is contirmed in the belief 
that there is nothing that money cannot do. 
The bright days which marked the discovery 
of the gold mines and the infancy of Johan- 
nisburg have passed away. The twenty 
millions of capital, at one time inflated to 
nearly forty millions, are now refluced to 
nearer four millions. The London Stock Ex-

Points About the Town of Sohahnisbarg. 

Johanuisburg is a town of much promise; 
the stranger, however, will find occasion for 
criticism and even censure. - The streets are 
unpaved and the roadways are as bad or worse 
than the tracks across the Veldt. When the 
wind is high, which is often the case, the 
clouds of dust are so thick and so continuous 
as to make breathing almost a difficulty, nor 
is any mitigation of this great evil attempted 
either by attempts of some kind of pavement 
or by the simple and. comparatively 
inexpensive water-cart. The streets at 
night are unlit, and after sunset total 
darkness renders locomotion along the 
bad roads a matter of difficulty and of 
danger, The obscurity, moreover, enables 
footpads and house-breakers to pursue their 
avovations with considerable impunity, and 
there has been recently much complaint 
among the inhabitants in consequence of the 
increase in this class of crime. The police, 
who are maintained by the Boer Government, 
are few in number, norwan I learn that they 
are in any way distinguished for efficiency. 
During the week I have been here I have not 
set my eyes upon a single policeman, either 
by night or day. ‘here can be no doubt that 
many of these evils would be promptly rem- 
edied if Johannisburg d a representa- 
tive municipality, but selfish jealousy of the 
Boer Government obstinately refuses any 
such concession. 

There is, indeed, a Sanitary Board whose 
duties are solely confined to matters of sanita- 
tion, which is elected by the inhabitants. Two 
regulations, however, completely neutralize 
the representative value of the institution. 
The members of the board a — and 
understand Dutch and the proceedings and 
minutes of the board are recorded in the 
Dutch language. Johannisburg is essentially 
an English-speaking town. I imagine that a 
very small proportion of the inhabitants, and 
practically speaking none of the well-to-do 
classes, speak Dutch, and thus it happens that 
those who, from their position and their pos- 
sessions, would be natural and useful mein- 
bers of the Sanitary Board are totally ex- 
cluded even from this small share in the gov- 
ernment of the town. In the second place the 
Boer Government nominates the President ot 
the board. from outside the number of those 
elected. It is not to be supposed that the in- 
habitants df Johannisburg will long tolerate 
their condition of absolute servitude in muni- 
cipal matters. 

he astounding inequality of taxation be- 
tween the inhabitants of Johannisburg and 
those of Pretoria is certain before long to 
bring about a movement by the former to 
which the Boer Government will have to yield. 
Some figures may be useful as showing what 
our countrymen have to put up with at the 
hands of the Boers. In Pretoria a Dutchman 
can purchase a building stand of 26,400 feet 
square, subject toa tax of £1 10s. For the 
same site an inhabitant of Johannisburg has 


to pay a tax of $45. The poll tax in Pretoria 


sixpense, in Johannisburg it 
is eighteen shilli sixpence. The Sanitary 
Board tax in Johannisburg on a A e 
value of £5,000 amounts to £41 13s 7d. In 
Pretoria there is no such tax. The sanitary 
fees in Pretoria are £13 10s, in Johanmsburg 
£17 10s. In Pretoria there are no water rates, 
in Johannisburg the water rates on a property 
of £5,000 value amount to 448. | 
The result of these taxation arrangements is 
Dutchman in Pretoria owning a 
property value of £5,000 paye in rates and 
taxes £15 3s 6d, an Englis an in Johannis- 
‘burg —— a similar ee pays in rates 
and taxes £153 1s 10d. This system of tax- 
ation, so inequitable, so audacious, so im- 
pudent, cannot be expected to endure, Pre- 
toria, with a population of 6,000, mainly 
Dutchmen, is.maintained at the expense of 
Johannisburg, with a population of 15,000, 
mainly Englishmen. he latter, when its 
people have time to give their attention to 
municipal as well as mining matters, will de- 
mand and exact a thorough reform.

It Was First Sung by a Boy on the Streets 
of Baltimore, 

In Lossing's Pictorial Field Book of the 
War of 1812 itis recorded that the Star- 
Spangled Bauner was first sung ina rest au- 
rant in Baltimore, next door to the Holliday 
Street Theater, by Charles Durang to an as- 
semblage of the patriotic defenders of the city, 
and after that nightly at the theater. 

This statement is slightly inaccurate, and 
though it is one of no great historical impor- 
tance it involves amatter of sufficient inter- 
est to justify a correction, says a writer in 
Kate Field’s Washington. The first person 
to sing that spirited song—which, though 
given à foreign air and rie gry eta « a 
single episode in our country’s history, has 
tilled millions of American hearta with patri- 
otic devotion—was a lad 12 years of age, the 
scene of his childish effort being neither a 
restaurant nor a theater, but the open street 
in front of Capt. Benjamin Edes’ printing 
office in Baltimore, the second day after the 
bombardment of Fort McHenry. Itis worthy 
of record, too, that the person who first “ set 
up“ the song, printed it, and distributed it 
to the citizens of Baltimore was also a boy 
—an apprentice of Capt. Edes—the whole 
thing being done while the gallant Captain 
was still out of the city with his regiment, the 
Twenty-seventh Maryland Infantry, which 
three days before had acted with conspicuous 
bravery at the battle of North Point. 

The naine of the apprentice boy, then 17 or 
18 years old, was Samuel Sands. He lived u 
much respected citizeu of Baltimore to a very 
old age. The little singer was James Law- 
renson, Who afterward, for nearly seventy 
years, was connected with the Postoffice De- 
partment, and was also employed for proba- 
bly half that time as.a writer for the National 
Intelligencer, the Philadelphia Ledger; and 
the Baltimore Sun. He died last year, nearly 
90 years old, at his home ia Baltimore, uni- 
versally loved and honored.

“IT’S A LONG TIME BETWEEN DRINKS.” 


Incidents That Led Up to the Saying That 
Made Two Governors Famous. 

Every man in the United States is supposed 
to know what the Governor of North Caro- 
lina said to the Governor of South Carolina,” 
but possibly some do not know when and 
under what circumstances the famous remark 
was made. 

Nearly a century ago a man prominent in 
political affairs in North Carolina moved across 
the border and settled in South Carolina. He 
had been there only, a short time when he com-

The Dreamy-Eyea Boy of Cassel Develops 


Into a Guardsman Who Loves Camp 
honoring His Father and Mother—The 
Story of the Dismissal of Bismarck 
Graphically Retold—Persenal Habits of 
the Raler at the Present Time. | 
„The Book of the Hour” in London is 
about the young man who has just been the 
guest of the Queen and all her belongings, 
William II., Emperor of Germany. It is the 
work of an Americag, Mr. Harold Frederic, 
London correspondent of the New York Times. 
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EMPEROR WILLIAM II. 


Its title, The Young Emperor: A Study in 
Character Development on a Throne.”’ 

Mr. T. P. O’Connor in the Sunday Sun gives 
it a six- column review. Mr. O’Connor’s in- 
teresting reviews are familiar to the readers 
of Tue CHIcAdO Tripune. He never writes 
about a book that is not in demand, and the 
reader is indebted to him tor presenting in 
an attractive way and in concise form all that 
is necessary to know. Before proceeding 
with his review Mr. O'Connor himself gives us 
an intense purtrait of the young ruler: 

He is to a large extent autocratic ruler of the 
most powerful nation in Europe; he is the war 
lord of the greatest man-slaying machine that the 
world has ever seen ; and he is the chief person on 
whose word and will rests the final decision of the 
fateful question whether millions of human be- 
ings shall meet in the shock of war and hundreds 
of thousands shall pass through agony of body 
and mind to violent death. But even these tre- 
mendous possibilities, which would make any 
man momentous, are not altogether acconnt- 
able for the intense and almost painful 
interest which this youn man of but 
32. years excites. Men with power almost 
as supreme have been known to be the mere 
creatures of their ministers sometimes of their 
wives—occasionally of their paramours. The titles 
to the monarchs, the glory to their 
servants. But this youth is his own minister; 
he stands aloft and supreme, not merely by sta- 
tion but by inflexibity of will, by active and con- 
stant intervention in every department of the life 
of his le, by the resolute purpose to be not 
only the c ief but the only ruler of his empire. 
When itis added that this commander of un-

dreds of thousands of armed men, this almost 
despotic ruler of a great State, has a fondness for 
i as great as an English politieian 
election ora Presidential candidate 
on the stump in the United States, that he is 
angeable, impressionable, vehement in thought 
and vehement in word, that he passes with be- 
wildering rapidity from subject to subject, and 
sometimes from one opinion to another, we have 
all the elements of surprise, vivacity, hotness of 
head and hotness of speech, with the grimmest 
and vastest of human tragedies ever hovering in 
the background, to make him a dramatis persona 
that must keep the vast audience of the worid 
dazzled, amused, appalled, always interested. 

And then he passes to the review of Mr. 
Frederic's book on this remarkable young 
man, stopping to bestow upon the American 
writer a compliment which is as neat as it is 
deserved, 

The young Emperor’s parentage is known 
to Tue Trisune’s readers as having been 
illustrious in one sense at least.

Whatever the young Emperor may have 


since displayed to secure admiration and ap- 


plause both author and reviewer do not hesi- 
tate to say that he dishonored his father’s 
grave almost as soon as it was made. In his 
addresses he bestowed eulogy upon his - 
father and scarcely alluded to his own father. 
He was no longer the dreamy-eyed youth of 
the gymnasium. He quickly learned to clank 
the saberand twisted his baby mustache in a 
lordly manner. 

Frederick was born in the new palace at 
Potsdam; there also most of his children; 
there he died. Before he expired he wished 
that the place should be known as Friedrichs- 
kron—Frederick's crown. His son by public 

roclamation restored its old name. The 

undschau, a German newspaper, published 
extracts from the diary of Frederick. 
These extracts were furnished by Dr. 
Geffcken. Bismarck confiscated the paper 
and imprisoned the doctor. Bismarck 
stated that Frederick had lied in 
laying claim to the foundation 6f the German 
Empire. All these things the son permitted 
without protest. Nor was this all. The one 
important official act of the reign of Frederick 
was the dismissal of Herr von Puttkammer, a 
reactionary of the worst type, who had carried 
out Bismarck’s terrorism, corruption, and per- 
secution, and had been the bitterest assailant 
of Frederick's character. The son hastened 
to bestow upon Puttkammer the Order of the 
Black Eagle, the greatest German honor. “A 
groan of despairing disgust, writes Mr. Fred- 
eric, rose from every part of the globe 
where people were watching German affairs.“ 
This was only a beginning, bad as it was. 

He emphatically condemned what his father 
had proposed for Alsace and Lorraine in the 
way of retrocession; he insulted a deputation 
from Berlin which called to congratulate him 
on his return from Itally; he expelled two 
French journalists who had written something 
he didn’t like, and it wasn’t | treason either; 
he seized German newspapers which did not 
accord with His views. e dismissed all the 
French cooks in his employ and ordered that 
the bills of fare should be in German, and 
that all wines should be German. He insult- 
ed the Sultan because the Sultan gave hin 
only French champagne on the occasion of 
his visit to Constantinople. Other incidents 
showing rashness, hot-headedness, and some- 
times grotesque actions are charged against 
the young Emperor by the author. 


Bismarck Thrown Off. 


The reviewer leads up to the climax of the 
young Emperor’s reign, so far, the dismissal 
of Bismarck—the word may look harsh, but 
that is the English of it—by refusing to be 
guided by him in regard to the Westphalian 
strikes, in which 100,000 men were left idle. 
It was Bismarck’s idea to control those people 
by the cannon, cavalry, and all the machinery 
of destruction which he knew howto bring 
about. The Emperor showed a disposition to 
have the troubles settled in a peaceable way. 
To this end his old tutor, Dr. Hintzpeter, was 
sent into Westphalia with instructions to as- 
certain the cause of the disaffections and re- 
port to the Emperor. Surely, the Iron Chan- 
cellor must have foreseen that the end 
of a career which had changed the 
map of Europe was in sight. 
Then, too, there came another change which 
must have caused the Chancellor to chaff his 
bits. Russia madea stupid blunder in not 
returning the visit of the Emperor as soon as 
royal etiquette demanded. This was a blow 
at Bismarck’s policy. England gave the 
young Emperor a hospitable reception, which 

leased him, and made him Admiral of a 
British fleet. Heshowed in every way that 
he appreciated this attention, and that he was 
proud of the friendshiv of England. This 
was another blow at Bismarck, who always 
hated England. | 

The ola Ministers began to give way. Von 
Moltke dropped out of place. Bismarck be- 
gan to fight for his own retention. The re- 
viewer writes: 

The first indication of his n forth- 
coming doom was his resignation of the Prussian 
Ministry of Commerce and the appointment of 
Baron Berlepech as his successor, Baron Berlepsch 
having been the Governor of the Rhineland dur- 
ing the recent strikes, and * preserved order 
without recourse to violence and without incur- 
ring the enmity of the workmen. On Feb. 4 
there was an even more significant symptom of 
the bent of the Emperor. It was on that day that 
he published his two famous rescripts to Bis- 

arck,in which, after pointing out the woes 

nd perils of the German industrial classes, 
he sugges negotiations for the 
historic congress on the conditions of labor. The 
evening of this very day the Emperor was the 
guest of Bismarck; but it was remarked that he 
devoted much of his conversation to Dr. Miquel, 
Chief Burgomaster of Frankfort, à libefal- 
minded man on all labor questions; and that Bis- 


marck, even with his sovereign as his guest, was | 


preoccupied and depressed. Then came the gen- 
eral election. Bismarck was sullenly silent; and 
the electors, believing that the Emperor was on 
the Socialist side, enthusiastically voted the pop- 
ular ticket, with the result that the — 
„Cartel“ coalition was smashed to pieces; that 
the Radicals rose from S to 80 and the Socialists 
from 11 to 37. 

There followed the speech of the Emperor 
at the Brandenburg Diet. He was sentimental 
and philosophical and threatening. He said 
he had’ studied his position one night while 
walking the deck of a vessel as he looked out 
at the starry canopy. He had returned with 
a resolve to rule more mercifully and to bene- 
fit his people. All who would assist him he 
would welcome; those who held back he would 
‘** dash to pieces. The quoted words are his. 
The reporters toned them down, but he rein- 
stated them. 


Bismarck’s Fatal Hour. 


The fall of Bismarck, in spite of what might 
have been seen, fell like a thunderbolt on the 
world. He had been as conspicuous as the 

reat Napoleon, The latter did not dream of 

efeat until the second day of the struggle 
which closed on the field of Waterloo. Bis- 
marek could not realize his, and held to his 
place to the last moment, supplicating when 
other things failed.

He had 
work at second-class reviewing for some 
time, and was long past the period of sur- 
emery Oa the contrary, he looked upon the 

atch of publications with considerable satis- 
faction. The regularity with which such par- 
cels had — Gusta the last few months 
was a proof that he was doing well, and it 
seemed probable that in the course of the com- 
ing year he might be intrusted with more im- 
portant work.

abundantly loaded. To be a professional 
journalist in Americaa man must in nine 
cases out of ten begin as a reporter. He must 
possess other qualitications besides those of 
the literary man. He must have an iron con- 
stitution and untiring nerves. He must be 
able to sit in a crowded room under the glar- 
ing gaslight and write out his impressions at 

hen ordinary people are in 
He must possess that 
brazen assurance which sensitive men of 
taste rarely have, for he will be called upon 
to interview all sorts and conditions of men 
when they least expect it, and generally when 
they least like it. He must have a keen in- 
stinct for business,in order to outwit and 
outrun his competitors in the pursuit of 
news. Ever on alert, he must not 
dwell upon the recoliections of yester- 
day lest they entwine themselves into 
the report of today. Altogether, the 
coinmencing journalist must be a remarkable 
being, and most remarkable for a set of qual- 
ities which are not only useless to the writer 
of books, but which, if the latter possessed 
them, would notably hinder his success. 
There is no such thing as amateur journalism 
possible within the precincts of a great news- 
paper’s offices, whereas the ovter doors are 
besieged by amateurs of every known and un- 
known description. 

In the critical and literary departments 
the dilettante is the cruel enemy of those who 
are driven to write for bread, but who lack 
either the taste, the qualifications, or the o 
portunities which might give them a seat with- 
in, among the reporters’ desks. Cruelest of 
all in the eyes of the poor scribbler is the well- 
to-do man of leisure and culture who is person- 
ally acquainted with the chief editor, and writes 
occasional criticisms, often the most important, 
for nothing. Then there is the young woman 
who has been to college, who lacks nothing, 
but is ever ready.to write for money, whic 
she devotes to charitable purposes, thereby de- 
priving some unfortunate youth of the doliar 
a day which means food to him, for whose 
support the public is not already taxed. But 
she knows nothing about him, and it amuses 
her to be connected with the press and to 
have the importance of exchanging a word 
with the editor if she meets him in the society 
she frequents. The young man goes on the 
accustomed day for the new books, ‘I have 
nothing for you this week, Mr. Tompkins,’ 
says the manager of the literary department 
as politely as possible. The books are gone 
to the Vassar girl or to the rich idler, 
and poor Tompkins must not hope 
to earn his daily dollar again till 
seven oreight days have passed. His only 
consolation is that the dawdling dilettante 
can never get all the work, because he or she 
cannot write fast enough to supply the de- 
mand. Without the spur of necessity it is im- 
possible to read and review two volumes a day 
for any length of time. It is hard to combine 
justice toan author with the necessity for 
rushing through his book at a hupdred pages 
an hour. It is indeed important to cut every 
leaf, lest the aforesaid literary manager 
should accuse poor little Mr. Tompkins of 
carelessness and superficiality in his judg- 
ment; but it is quite impossible that Tom 
kins should read every word of the children’s | 
story-book, of the volume of second-class 
sermons, of the collection of fifth-rate poetry, 
and of the harrowi tale of 4-7 enti- 
tled, The Bucket f Blood ; or Washer- 
woman’s Revenge,’ all of which have come at 
once, and are simultaneously submitted to his 
authoritative criticism.

The 
preparation of such a list was a formidable 
undertaking, but the work is now far along, 
and will be finwhed in something over a year. 


Publishing the List In Sections 


In the preparation of this revised and consoli- 
dated Finding List Librarian Hild has intro- 
duced a new and important improvement. In- 
stead of waiting until it is completed and then 
2 — it in a single volume at a large cost 

is preparing it in several small sections, 
which he sells ata small cost. The benefits 
are that the public gets the benefit of the ro- 
vision as fast as itis made, and the people 
need not buy any more of the Finding List than 
they need. in preparing this Finding List the 
same plan of classification is followed as be- 
fore, and several classes are contained in each 
published section.

It would seem to be self-evident that this 
conglomerate mass of finding lists, with al- 
most nothing on their exterior to show what 
they are, is enough to confuse, discourage, 
— horrify any casual visitor to the library, 
not to say its constant visitors also. At the 
same time there are very few of them that can 
be spared. Least of all can the large book of 
870 pages be spared until all of the sectional 
finding lists have been issued. Nor is it clear 
how the public can be easily — oy of the 
meaning and use of all these fi lista. 

It is easy to see that by the time all the sec- 
tions of the revised and consolidated finding 
list are issued it will be necessary to begin at 
once the work of preparing ——— as 
some of the sections will then over two 
years behind, and the changes in the library 
are going on at animmenserate. The libra 
condeinns and throws aside about 500 old 
worn-out volumes and adds about 1.500 new 
ones every month, so that a perfect finding 
list can never exist at any one time. The 
changes necessary to make it right every night 
would be about seventy daily. 

An Easy Way Inside the Rail. 

There is, however, still another and better 
way of consulting the Public Library than by 
the findi lists, and one seins to be 
known only toafew. This is by means of 
what is called the card catalogue. Although 
it is impossible on account of the seventy 
daily corrections that this should ever be a 
correct finding list, a method has been dis- 
covered by which an absolutely correct cata- 
logue can be kept. This is done by writi 
the name and number of each work on a 
and keeping these cards together in the proper 
order. For then it is an easy matter to take 
acard out or to put one in without the 
trouble and defacement of erasures and inter- 
lineations. These cards are kept in long 
drawers, exactly wide and deep enough to 
hold the cards when set up edgeways. re 
are 112 of these drawers, which are kept to- 
gether in a cabinet in the northwest corner of 
the delivery department, within the rail. 

The card catalogue is a much more com- 
piete classification and analysis of the contents 
of the library than the finding lists are. Every 
single work 1s entered twice—once by its own 
name and once by the name of its author. Not 
only so, but in many cases the subjects of 
which it incidentally treats and that are not 
clearly disclosed by its title are entered alsu, 
so that one book may be represented on fifty 
cards. On this account, and as the library con- 
tains 166,000 volumes, it is natural to sup 
the card catalogue must contain at feast 
332,000 cards. But this does not follow, as it 
is not each volume that is entered on a card, 
but each book, and some works have fifty 
volumes. The exact number of cards now in 
the catalogue is not known, but it is estimated 
to be about 400,000. The drawers are

I have abwage been of the opinion that music is 
entirely out of place at an exhibition, inasmuch 
as all music, whether orchestral, choral, or recit- 
al of solo performance, is in itself an exhibition 
and is always open to the public, so that music in 
an exhibition scheme is su uous, especially as 
exhibition concerts are never a success. If the 
public had only the opportunity. of hearing the 
works of dead composers and exhibition was 
able to provide it with a hearing of the works of 
living composers or vice versa, then musie should 
have a place, but this is not so; and even if music 
be included in an exhibition scheme then I am of 
the opinion that it should be free to the public 
without their paying any extra money. 

Herr Rubinstein does not believe in compe- 
tition by composers for prizes, but thinks that 
if such Competition is decided on it should be 
restricted to American composers. In regard 
to prizes, the pianist considers that money 
would be far more acceptable than medals or 
laurel wreaths.

The Atlantic Monthly for August contains a 
paper by John C. Ropes on Gen. Sherman. 
Probably no General in the Union army has 
been more honored and appreciated, at least 
in the Northern States, than Gen. Sherman,” 
says the writer in the opening paragraph. 
„His achievements in the war were perhaps, 
on the whole, more striking and brilliant than 
those performed by any other officer, Federal 
or Confederate. They were of a kind calcu- 
lated powerfully to excite the imagination, 
and they were crowned by complete and 
dazzling success, He was a man of most 
marked and individual traits of char- 
acter. He was bold in action and 
in speech. He all 
the peculiarly American characteristics. 
He was not only enterprising, full of re- 
sources, aggressive, but he was all this in a 
way distinctively his own; he was the type of 
the American General in these respects. More 
than this he took the publie into his confi- 
dence to a degree that no other General ever 
thought of doing. Not that he sought popu- 
larity by unfair methods, but that he could 
not help stating to the world his views and 
conclusions, proclaiming his likes and dis- 
likes, as he went along. Although he was 
always a plain-spoken man, and his opinions 
frequently ran counter to the popular notions, 
his evident honesty and sincerity took won- 
derfully with the people. There has been no- 
body in our times like Gen. Sherman.”’ 


Value of ( ontemporary Judgment. 

Mr. Ropes follows with the observation that 
it may be too soon properly to estimate his 
military abilities, because we are perhaps 
too near the war period and are too familiar 
with the chief actors in the great drama, yet 
the temporary generation possesses certain 
manifest advantages for forming a correct 
judgment of the men and affairs of its day 
which cannot, in the nature of things, be 
possessed by the generations that come after. 
The men of the times cannot easily be grossly 
deceived or greatly mistaken. Thay have not 
gained all ir knowledge from books,. A 
constructive criticism of the writers of books 
and their qualifications” follows and the 
author concludes his preface with the asser- 
tion that eye-witnesses and direct testimony 
count, and ought to count, for a goud deal. 

The writer historically states that Gen. Sher- 
Academy 
at West Point from the State of Ohio in 1836 
and graduated in 1840, sixth in his class. Al- 
though employed in the expedition to Cali 
fornia during the Mexican War he “ missed 
the opportunities for distinction in the field 
which the —— of Scott and Taylor so 
liberally afforded, and although he subse- 
quently left the service his appointment in the 
regular — as Colonel of one of the new 
regiments. of infantry and also as Brigadier- 
General of volunteers in May, 1861, shows how 
highly his abilities were thus early rated by 
his contemporaries and superiors.”’ 


After the First Ball Run. 


The writer then hastily sketches Gen. Sher- 
man’s career after the first battle of Buil Run, 
where he commanded a brigade ; his transfer to 
Kentucky under Gen. bert Anderson 
whom, owing to impaired health, he succeeded 
in command of the Department of the Cum- 
berland, and whence, at his own request, he 
was transferred to Gen. Halleck’s Department 
of the Mississippi. Here began his connec- 
tion with the troops which were afterwards 
organized into the Army of the Tennessee. 
The history of these two famous commands is 
virtually the history of the war in the Missis- 
sippi ley. Grant, Sherman, and 
Pherson are the heroes of the Army 
of the Tennessee; Buell, Rosecrans, and 
Thomas of the Army of the Cumberland. 
Halleck's forces opened the campaign of 
1862 with a brilliant stroke. The capture of 
Forts Henry and Donelson by the troops 
under Grant and the fleet under Foote in 
February caused the immediate fall of Nash- 
ville and the evacuation by the enemy of the 

reater part of the States of Kentucky and 
Tennessee. It was determined to — for- 
ward on the line of the Tennessee River as 
large a force as could be collected. 

Reference briefly follows to the position of 
Gen. Grant at Pittsburg Landing or Shiloh, 
in which army Gen. Sherman commanded a 
division, and the operations of Buell, under 
Halleck’s orders, in effecting a junction with 
Grant. It was supposed at the time that the 
Confeaerate troops had been thoroughly dis- 
couraged by their recent heavy losses in men 
material, and territory, and that we should 
have no serious difficulty in attaining our ob- 
jective point, and thus opening the way for 
further operations. Everybody knows what 
happened: how Albert Sidney Johnston and 
Beauregard saw their opportunity in the en- 
posed situation of Grant’s army; how they rap 
idly and secretly gathered their forces to- 
gether ; how they were delayed by bad weather 
and frightful roads, but how, Sunday morn- 
ing, the 6th of April, they struck the unsus- 
pecting army of Grant a tefrible blow; how 
stubbornly and bravely Grant and his lieuten- 
ants resisted and held out, fighting to the last, 
Sherman especially distinguishing himself not 
only for gallantry, but for readiness and skill 
in making his dispositions; how, nevertheless, 
they were pressed back in disorder; how at 
the close of the — the advance guard of 
Buell’s army arrived just in time to check the 
last assaults of the exhausted Confederates; 
and how the battle was renewed the next day, 
and resulted in a great success for the Union 
arms.

South America is only a little more than a 
of acentury old. The first line was 
opened to traffic in 1864, or three years later 
rious, also, that the distinction of possessing 
this line belongs to the little Republic of Par- 
aguay, which is classed with the more conserva- 
tive of South American nations. According to 
Mr. Courtenay de Kalb, who writes in the cur- 
rent number of Goldthwaite’s Geographical 
Magazine, this is still Paraguay’s only road; 
but it is now 92 miles long, well managed, and 
extremely remunerative. Its first section had 
been built between 1861 and 1864, and soon 
after, during the latter year, a short line was 
completed in British Guiana from Georgetown 
to Mahaica. Surveys, however, for this road 
had been made as early as 1845, while plans 
were drawn for certain Peruvian railways in 
1852, although they were completed much 
later than the one in Paraguay. In a recent 
article in Harper’s Magazine Mr. Theodore 
Child gives à full and interesting account of 
the Paraguayan railroad system. a 
After railways were once introduced into 
South America their growth was extraordi- 
nary considering the small amount of thor- 
oughly settled conntry. Mr. De Kalb notes 
that from nearly every important coast town 
in Brazil railroads stretch back into the in- 
terior, although tnose radiating from Bahia 
are regarded as most likely to be of early 
prominence. The Dom Pedro Segundo sys- 
tem, 463 miles long, radiates from Rio de 
Janeiro into the coffee and mining districts. 
Its cost was $53,833,000, ‘and its net income 
for a recent year was $2,770,900. im 
portant and progressive State of Sao Paulo, 
southwest of Rio de Janeiro, is very fayora- 
ble for railroad development on account of 
its climate and its soil, suited to coffee cult- 
ure and cattle raising. Another State favora- 
ble to them, it appears, is Minas Geraes, north 
and west of Rio de Janeiro, which already has 
railroads extending to Ouro Preto, while their 
continuation into Goyaz would open a region 
of wealth now inaccessible. A projected route 
of much interest is one from Santos in Sao 
Paulo southwesterly to Asuncion in Para- 
guay, 800 miles distant. Brazil has. now in 
round numbers about 6,000 miles of railroad 
in operation and several thousand more under 
construction or planned. tice 44 
Argentine’s first railroad was built between 
1863 and 1870, from Rosario, above Buenos 
Ayres, on the Rio de la Plata, westward to 
Cordoba. Additional sections followed, and 
half a dozen years ago the line had reached 
Mendeza, at the foot of the Andes, making a 
total length, with branches, of over 472 
miles, constru at a cost exceed 
„000, Other roads were extend 
northward to Tucuman and Salta, and 
from Buenos Ayres to Rosario and Mercedes. 
Then came a rush for railroad lines 
and “* bewildering hosts of concessions were 
granted. By the end of 1889 there were 3,000 
miles in operation, the greater portion of 
which had cost not less than $33,000 a mile. 
This was excessive, considering the character 
of the country traversed. Still, the earnings 
were very large, and Mr. De Kalb looks for an 
extension of the paying lines of railway when 
the ntine money troubles are over. Then 
the railroad system will pierce the Andes be- 
tween Merdoza and Santa Rosa, reach the cen- 
tral plateau of Bolivia, and afford through con- 
nection from Buenos Ayres to Valparaiso. 
Argentine’s neighbor, Uruguay, has a little 
network of railways tributary to Montevideo. 
Chile is one of the great railroad countries 
of the continent, having 1.765 miles of line, of 
which 748 are owned by the goverment. The 
mountainous character of the country made 
their original cost average about $57,000 per 
mile, according to Mr. De Kalb, who adds 
that they, were earning, nevertheless, 
rior to the present revolution, nearly 
5 per cent upon the capital invested. 
Peru’s railroads. are especially interesting 
to Americans. ides shorter lines she has 
two great roads. One of them, the Southern 
railway, built at a moderate cost, starts from 
the seacoast at Mollendo and reaches an 
elevation of 13,000 feet at Lake Titicaca. The 
other, the Callao, Lima and Oroya railroad, 
will be when finished a remarkable achieve- 
ment of engineering. It reaches an elevation 
of nearly 18,000 feet, and traverses, within a 
distance of 136 miles, more than sixty tunnels. 
Ons of these tunnels, 4,000 feet long, is 15,645 
feet above the level of the sea.

The French have suggested a trunk route 
from the Pacific by way of Bogota to Ven- 
ezvela, but that is rather an audacious project 
for the present. Venezuela now bas 144 miles 
of railway, with 253 in process of construc- 
tion, and 1,200 more contracted for. She has 
only begun to supply the railroad needs of 
her interior. 

This review of the railroad development of 
South America brings out very clearly the 


great part played by subventions and govern- 


ment ownership. Against subventions there 
has been lately a strong reaction in some 
quarters, particularly in the Argentine Re- 
public. Another point of interest is the fact 
that one cause of the tardy progress in rail- 
ways was the river system in South America, 
which furnishes such highways to commerce 
as the Orinoco in Venezuela, the Magdalena 
in Colombia, and the Rio de la Plata in Ar- 
gentine. It is remarkable how much has 
been done there in ‘railroad building im so 
short a period as twenty years. 


ORIGIN OF THE NAME ILLINOIS. 


It Is Believed to Be of Latin Origin, and 
Not.of Indian Derivation. 

E. F. Warein the St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrats I frequently read disquisitions upon 
the names of Western States and rivers, in 
which the writers strive to show new and 
strange definitions. Notlong since, I sawa 
compilation concerning the State of Illinois, 
which showed thatthe word Illinois hada 
very great variety of meanings in various 
Indian languages, all of which seemed to me 
to be entirely fanciful. If you will permit a 
suggestion, I will state what appears to me to 
be the origin of the name. | 

There are in the Spanish language 4 very 
great number of words derived from the orig- 
inal Latin form. But afew of them have 
been changed. Some words, thatin Latin 
begin with the letters pl, in Spanish begin 

It is familiar to all writers that, in Western 
Texas, Capt, John Pope, afterward Major 
Generai, surveyed and staked out aline of 
road through to the Rio Grande. . The plains 
over which the road was surveyed afterward 
became marked 1 eg the map as the Llanos 
Estacados. In the army I had a companion 
who had been a member of that surveying 
trip, and he explained to methe name as 
meaning, The Staked Plains,“ saying that 
there was a dialect in Spain that pronounced 
the letters ll the same as pl. This man was a 
fluent Spanish speaker, and had lived in 
Spanish-speaking countries for several years, 
besides serving in the reguiararmy. There 
may be some doubt about the special dialect 
to which he referred. 

Shortly after pes that information. 
nearly thirty years ago, aw an old map of 
the United States, and across the place where 
Illinois now stands, were marked the words 
Llanos Indians.“ These were the Indians of 
the plains and the name came from the early 
Spanish settlement. | 

In the year 1800 the Province of Louisiana 
was ceded by Spain to France, from wham we 
obtained it. The Spanish pronunciation of 
the word llanos might probably be repre- 
sented in English by the word al-le-ah abe.

In the contemplation of a work of art which 
has for its subject a popular hero or one which in 
any way appeals to the patroitic sentiments of 
the peopleits artistic qualities are too often a 
matter of slight consideration and its artistic de- 
fects excused on account of the sentiment which 
led to its creation. 

The equestrian statue of Gen. Grantin Lin- 
coln Park, which has been veiled to await its 
formal inauguration accompanied by a patroitic 
demonstration in October, is a work whose im- 
portance demands that it should be of the highest 
order of artistic merit. 

The proportionate sizes, the movement and with 
slight exceptions the proportions of the horse arid 
man comprising the statue are good, but in appre- 
ciation of the grandeur of his subject and in 
securing a resemblance to Gen. Grant the 
sculptor seems to have failed. One does not tind 
in it the dignified delineation of closely studied 
character which a work of this kind demands, 
and which is shown in every line of the Lincoln 
statue, with which it is inevitably brought into 
comparison. 

In other words the statue is a fair representa- 
tion ot a man on horseback, but the man is not 
the unpretentious citizen-soldier who had the will 
and determination to fight it out on one line if it 
took all summer, and in the end accept no term 
but the unconditional surrender of the enemy.

An allegorical figure entering into the com- 
position of a monument may be appropriately 
placed onthe top ofa tall column or a high 
pedestal, but in the case ofa portrait statue 
reason demands that it shonld be placed where 
the features can be readily recognized. The Gam- 
betta Monument erected in the court of the 
Louvre in Paris, with a group composed of a 
figure of the Republic seated on a winged lion on 
the top of a shaft of stone and the figure of Gam- 
betta atthe base, isa good illustration of this 
truth. 

In the case of the Grant statue the pedestal is 
so high that if viewed from a point near it the 
statue is distorted by the foreshortening, and if 
seen from the few points at a distance where the 
view is not intercepted by the trees all detail is 
lost. From the driveway leading up to it the 
view is unobstructed and perhaps the best, but 
the statue is seen from directly in front or behind, 
and the figure of Grant is hidden by the horse or 
seen from the back. The pedestal itself lacks 
simplicity and detracts from the bronze by its 
ornate clumsiness, which is a feature of a popular 
style of architecture where originality is sought 
at the expense of beauty and utility.

The Chronique des Arts of Paris of July 12 
contains the announcement that “ The Society of 
Arts of New York has made an agreement with 


the Commission of Historical Monuments to have 


a cast taken of the ‘ Marseillaise,’ the bas-relief 
by Rude which is on the Are de Triomph: The 
cost of the casting is estimated at 40,000 francs. 
Two proofs will be made, one for America and the 
other for the Museum of the Trocadero. It is to be 
hoped that the Minister of Fine Arts will sanction 
the agreement. The Americans propose besides, in 
view of the Exhibition, of Chicago, to reproduce 
the masterpieces of the French sculpture of the 
eighteenth and nineteenth centuries. 

Mr. Lorado Taft has been commissioned 
to execute two large groups of statuary and two 
single figures which are to crnament the 
Horticultural Building of the Columbian Ex- 
hibition. 

The allegorical groups will be symbolical of 
“Spring” and Autumn.“ A sketch of the first 
in plaster shows a draped central figure adorned 
with garlands of flowers, and several other figures 
about her pelting each other with fiowers. The 
strong action of the figures and their gaiety is 
typical of the awakening of nature. Autumn,“ 
by contrast, shows no figures with the exception 
of a nude boy who is eating some grapes, falling 
into sleep, and is typical of the dying year. Both 
groups are admirably composed. The single 
figures will represent Pomona, Ceres, and similar 
subjects.

Circular No. 2 issued by the Department of 
Fine Arts of the World's Columbian Exposition 
contains the revised rules and regulations gov- 
erning the administration of the department. 
There will be eight groups in the department, in- 
cluding. besides the elementary branches of paint- 
ing, sculpture, and engraving, paintings on 
metal, ivory, enamel, porcelain, and other wares, 
fresco painting on walls, antique and modern 
carvings, engravings in medallion and in gems, 
and exhibits of private collections.

In the last number of the Gazette des Beaux 
Arts is a fine reproduction in photogravure of a 
project for a fountain by Dalon entitled Bac- 
chanalian’ Scene,’ which in the last Salon 
ofthe Champ de Mars and has been purchased 
by the municipal council of Paris for 10,000 francs 
and 6,000 francs voted for its execution in stone. 
In a circular relief the artigt shows two satyrs 
playing with two bacchantes. In a very limited 
space the figures are arranged in a graceful com- 
position of natural poses.
